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CREWS FIT FOR THE RACE 


Yale and Harvard Both’ Confident 
of Victory To-day. 


GAY SCENES IN NEW LONDON 


Harvard Chooses the West Side for Her 
Boat—Yale Four Defeats the 


Cambridge Freshmen. 
——e

NEW LONDON, June 26.—On the eve of 
the great Harvard-Yale ’Varsity boat race 
ali is expectancy and hopefulness in both 
the rival quarters. Hundreds of Yale and 
Harvard graduates. poured into New Lon- 
don to-day, and this evening the familiar 
scenes of college racing week are all in 
evidence, crowded hotels, shouts of en- 
thusiasts reiterating the merits of their 
favorite crews, blue and crimson colors 
flying everywhere, while running through 
all is an unmistakable atmosphere of ex- 
citement that only awaits the touch of 
probable victory on the morrow to attain 
its climax of noise and exuberance. 

Referee Meikleham of Columbia went out 
to the quarters to-day, and conferred with 
the Captains of both crews. A conference 
was held and the choice of positions ar- 
ranged. Harvard won all the tosses, and 
her Captain chose the west side of the 
river for the ’Varsity race, which will be 
rowed down stream,,and the east side for 
the four-oared race and the freshman 
four race, the latter of which was rowed 
late this afternoon. This was rowed up 
stream and the Yale four won. 

Light work was in order at the quarters 
of both crews. The Yale coaches tested the 
"Varsity and freshman eights in starting. 
The proceedings of the day were heightened 
by the arrival of the English amateur 
oarsman, Vivian Nickalls. He watched a 
brisk half-mile spin between .the Yale 
"Varsity and freshmen, and expressed him- 
self as well pleased with the promptitude 
that the’ men took the water. Nickalis 
went up from New London in the launch 
Genevieve to Gales Ferry, and afterward 
be went out to Red Top and inspected the 

arvard eight. The practice there was 
similar to e work done at Gales Ferry. 
The Harvard ’Varsity and freshman crews 
were brought out for starts, and about half 
@ dozen were made, the ’Varsity getting 


away in fine style and having little diffi- 
culty in leading the youngsters. 


CREWS PHYSICALLY FIT. 


The coaches of both crews declare all the 
men physically fit. The men all look re- 
markably well, and the Yale eight have 
lost all traces of the staleness which fol- 
lowed the strenuous effort of the four-mile 
race against time last week. There is a 
strong feeling of confidence in the Yale 
camp, but the coaches, while admitting this 
is a good thing to a certain limit, have 


been careful not to allow it to approach 
ony iing like overconfidence. 

Both Harvard and Yale have three. men 
from last year’s crews in the boat this 
year. Yale’s veterans from her victorious 
eight are Capt. Blagden, Cameron, and 
Kunzig. The Cambridge three are Shue- 
bruck, Hugh Bancroft, and Bullard. Harv- 
ard lost last year, as is well remembered, 
through the collapse of her stroke, Hard- 
ing, the New Haven men winning prac- 
tically on ae power and endurance. 
The stroke of each crew at that time was 
almost identical, and the rival oarsmen 
were s0 evenly matched that it was argued, 
and correctly, that the result hung in a 
balance governed alone by skill in the ap- 
plication of the cardinal principles of the 
stroke by an eight of power and endurance. 

he stroke which is being pulled this sea- 
son is practically a combination of the 
famous Cook stroke and the improvements 
evolved by Harvard’s head coach, EB. C. 
Storrow. At the catch Yale uses both 
houlders and legs simultaneously and fol- 
lows almost instantly with the leg drive. 
Yale’s slides begin to move at once. Har- 
vard anchors the sweep and then slides. 
‘Lhis slight difference is a result of the dif- 
ference in_the theories of the respective 
- coachers. Both seek to overcome the feared 
hitch or halt between the strokes. Yale’s 
heory seems to be founded on the helief 


hat the effort to catch and pull should be’ 


made simultaneously so as to produce one 
I¢ng, smooth pull. Harvard works on the 
theory that the catch, being highly impor- 
tant, should be cleanly and surely made be- 
fore undertaking to pull the sweep through 
the water. These technical and export dif- 
ferences are not sufficiently marked to be 
detected by the ordinary observer. 


THE EIGHTS WELL BALANCED. 


On the water there is little to choose be- 
tween the two eights. Harvard’s recovery 
is magnificent, and it is much cleaner than 
Yale’s. The Crimson oars are always splen- 
didly together. The Yale shell, however, 
lacks’ the old awkward hitch. Neither 
crew has given promise of reaching the 
high standard set by their predecessors of 
@ year ago, and unless conditions on the 
water are particularly favorable, the ex- 
perts do not look for as fast time is in 1900. 
Harvard seems to be more powerful, but the 
splendid work of the Yale crew does not 
make this much of an advantage. The 


conditions on the eve of the struggle are 
very similar to last year, and a general 
rediction is that the result will depend 
argcly upon the question of endurance, 
which gave Yale the victory one year ago. 
One of the strongest points for the New 
Haven men is the fact that every one, be- 
sides being a good oar, is a limit worker, 
and the eight will almost to a certainty 
pull together individually and collectively 
for the last pound and to the last inch of 
the four-mile struggle. Both crews are 
heavy, the average weight of the Yale eight 
being 171 pounds and of Harvard 170 
ounds. The Harvard coxswain, Jackson, 

s the lighter, 107 pounds, to 125.pounds for 
'the Yale coxswain, Chittenden.

Blazden is 
twenty-two years of age, weighs 170 pcunds, 
and is 6 feet 2 inches high.

His 
e is in Philadelphia, and he is a Philadel- 
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phia Central High School boy. He was a fresh- 
man oar in his time, and last year did splendid 
work in the university race. He is twenty years 
ae, weighs 185 pounds, and is 6 feet 2 inches

Paul L. Mitchell of Cincinnati, No. 5, prepared 
for college with a tutor, He is a senior in the 
Academic Department, He rowed on his fresh- 
man crew and was a member of the four in 1900 
and 1899. His age is twenty-one; he weighs 168 
pounds, and is 5 feet 11% inches in height. 

Henry 8. Hooker, No, 4, of Washington, D. C., 

an academic junior. He came to Yale from 
Groton School and has rowed throughout his 
course. He was at 6 in his freshman crew, and 
stroked the four last year. This is his first 
"Varsity eight experience. He is twenty-one 
years old, weighs 170 pounds, and measures 6 
feet 2 inches. 

Thomas R. Johnson of Worcester, Mass., is a 
first-year man in the Medical School. His row- 
ing experience consists of rowing on the Worces- 
ter High School crew in the Wachusett Boat 
Club. He readily made the ’Varsity eight. He 1s 
twenty years old, 5 feet 11% inches tall, and tips 
the scales at 18314 pounds. 

Samuel R. Bogue, No. 2, if a sophomore from 
Brooklyn, N. Y. He stroked his class crew last 
year. He did not row while at the Brooklyn 
Polytechnic School, where he prepared for col- 
lege. He is twenty-one years old, weighs 170 
pounds, and 4s 6 feet 1 inch tall. 

Cameron B. Waterman, bow oar, is a senior 
in the college. His home is in Detroit, and he 
prepared for Yale in the Detroit High School. 
He was at bow on his class crew in his fresh- 
man year. His age is twenty-two years, his 
weight 164 pounds, and his height 5 feet 9 
inches, 

George P, Chittenden, coxswain, comes from 
New York City, and is tq graduate from the 
academic department this year. He prepared at 
the Hill School. He was coxswain in the four- 
oar of '99, and this is his second year with the 

Varsity tiller ropes. His weight, 125 pounds, is 
rather excessive for a coxswain, but his splen- 
did judgment won him the place. He is twenty- 
two years old, and measures 5 feet 8% inches. 
The statistics of the Harvard men are: 


Hugh Bancroft, 3 L., of Cambridge, stroke, 
prepared for Harvard at the Cambridge Latin 
School. He rowed on the ’98 class crew in his 
senior year, and rowed on a number of Weld 
Club crews, He was Captain of the Weld Boat 
Club for two years. For the last two seasons 
he has rowed at No. 6 on the university crew. 
He is twenty-one years old, and weighs 176 
pounds, and is 6 feet 2 inches tall. 

James Bourne Ayer, Jr., 1993, of Roxbury, 
Mass., No. 7, prepared at the Roxbury Latin 
School. He rowed on his school four-oar which 
won the B. A. A. interscholastic championship 
in 1898. He has rowed at the Newell Club since 
entering college, and was No, 7 in last year’s 
freshman boat. He is eighteen years old, weighs 
174 pounds, and is 6 feet \% inch tall. 

Harold Bullard, 1902, of Dedham, Captain and 
No. 6, prepared at Noble and Greenough’s School, 
where he rowed on the four-oar crew. He rowed 
at 4 in the 1902 freshman crew, which established 
a new record for the two-mile course at New 
London, This Spring he was stroke of the 
Newell junior crew which won the class cham- 
pionship. He rowed at 2 in the  univer- 
sity boat after WHigginson’s accident, last 
year. During the Winter Bullard was elected 
Gaptain in place of C. M. Sheafe, who was too 
busy in the Law School to row this Spring. He 
is twenty-one years old, weighs 168 pounds, and 
is 6 feet-% inch tall. 

James Lawrence, Jr., 1901, of Groton, Mass., 
No. 5, prepared at Groton School. He rowed at 
7 in his freshman boat, and has rowed on his 
class crew at 6 and 7 for the last three years. 
He rowed at 5 in the winning university eight of 
899. Last year he did not get a place in the 
boat. He is twenty-three years old, weighs 174 
pounds, and is 6 feet 2 Inches tall. 

Walter Shuebruk, 1902, of Boston, No. 4, 

prepared at the Boston Latin School, where 
he stroked the school four-oar. H2 rowed 6 
on the Boston interscholastic crew in ’98 and 
held the same place in the 1902 freshman boat. 
He has rowed on his Weld class crew for the 
last two years. Last year he rowed rt four in 
the university crew. He is nineteea yea-s old, 
weighs 178 pounds, and Is 6 feet tall 
Robert Fulton Blake, 3 G., of Boston, No. 
8, prepared at the Boston Latin and Zneglish 
High Schools. He rowed on his class crew in 
his sophomore year, and on the Weld Senior 
crew. In ‘98 he rowed two in the university 
crew until illness compelled him to stop rowing. 
In '99 he stroked the substitute four var which 
established the present record. He is twenty- 
five years old, weighs 160 pounds, and is 6 
feet tall. 
Dallas D: L. McGrew, 1903, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
No. 2, prepared at the University School in 
Cleveland. He rowed 4 in last year’s freshman 
crew and @ on his class crew this year. He 
is twenty years old, weighs 168 pounds, and ts 
@ feet 114 inches tall. 

Roscoe Harris Goodell, 1902, of Worcester, 
Mass., prepared .at Worcester Academy. Hé 
rowed 7 on the 1902 freshman crew and on his 
class crew for the last two years. Last year he 
was taken to New London as an extra substi- 
tute, but did not row on the four. He is twenty 
years old, weighs 164 pounds, and is 6 feet tall. 
E. W. C. Jackson, 1902, of Dorchester, Mass., 
ecxswain, prepared at the Boston Latin School. 
He was coxswain of his school four and of the 
‘98 interscholastic eight. He has been cox- 
swain of his class crew for the last two years. 
He is twenty-one years old, weighs 107 pounds, 
and is 5 feet 2 inches tall, 

Yale won the one-mile race between the 
freshman fours on the Thames this after- 
noon. It was a pretty contest, a fight 
every bit of the way, with Harvard a fa- 
vorite and in the lead for the first half. 
The youngsters rowed well, the Cambridge 
boys with the sharper stroke. The start 
was made at 5:30 from a point a mile down 
the river from the start of the four-mile 
course, and the boats came up stream. Mr. 
Mittie of Yale acted as judge at the start, 
and Mr. Mumford of Harvard fired the 
pistol. Mr. Meikleham of Columbia, who 
will be referee of the ’Varsity race, acted 
as judge at the finish. 

The Harvard crew got the jump at the 
pistol, and were soon half a length ahead. 
Then Yale settled down to business, rowing 
about 35 strokes to the minute, and the 
beats raced side by side for a quarter of a 
mile. At the half Harvard had increased 
the lead to three-quarters of a length, and 
it looked as though the Crimson would win, 
but the length of the Yale stroke began to 
tell, and little by littie, almost impercepti- 
bly at first, the nose of the Yale boat crept 
up on the other until it was even, and fi- 
nally left a bit of clear water between rud- 
Pe eed and the boat of the Cambridge 
shell. 

After the freshmen fours the “ gentle- 
men" fours, about whom there has been 
much amusement at quarters, raced for a 
few hundred yards, and the four repre- 
senting Harvard won by half a length. The 
orders were: 

For Yale—Vivian Nickalls of Englan‘), stroke; 
Allen, 3; Greenleaf, 2; Woodruff, bow and Will- 
fams, coxswain. 

For Harvard—Harding. stroke; heave. 3:

INDEPENDENCE IN A RACE. 


Boston Yacht Sailed Away from the Old 
Constellation—Lawson’s Boat 
in Commission. 

BOSTON, June 26.—The Independence 
measured her sailing strength in the wind 
with the ten-year-old Burgess schooner 
Ccnstellation, one of the largest two-mast- 
ed sailing yachts in the cpuntry, to-day, and 
in a séven-knot breeze had no difficulty in 

alking through the schooner’s lee and 
getting half a mile to windward in fifteen 
minutes. The Independence, however, w1s 
under all sail, while the schooner had only 
erulsing rig. 5 

Except in setting the spinnaker no light 
sail drill was given to the crew. The yacht 
will leave for New London early Saturday 
morning. It is understood she will arrive 
at New London Saturday night and will be 
hauled out for cleaning the next day. 

The Independence was placed in commis: 
sicn to-day just before she started for her 
last trial spin before participating in the 
races off Newport. The ceremony was 
short but interesting. Arnold Lawson, son 
of Thomas M. Lawton, the owner of the 
yacht, and Secretary Charles C. Clapp, 
summoned the officers and crew to the 
deck and then hoisted the private signal of 
the yacht. Every one on board then gave 
a mighty cheer for the boat and her owner. 


Heat Stops Speculation in Chicago.

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BIG STORM IN PITTSBURG | 


Wind, Rain, and Lightning Bring 
Death and Destruction. 


Woman Killed Instantly at Homestead 
—Rain Falls at the Rate of 
4.5 Inches an Hour. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 26.—The storm 
which struck Pittsburg and vicinity this 
afternoon was short in duration but terrific 
in power and disastrous in result. The 
lightning and thunder were practically con- 
tinuous for, about thirty minutes, the wind 
attaining a velocity of thirty miles an hour 
and .46 of an inch of rain fell. 

In two minutes of the time .15 of an 
inch of water fell. The temperature fell 
24 degrees Within an hour. One woman was 
killed instantly by lightning, and several 
other person may die from the same cause, 
numberless houses and churches’ were 
struck by lightning, and several picnic 
parties were panic-stricken, 

In the city proper no fatalities are re- 
ported, but in Homestead, Mrs. Alice Les- 
ter, aged twenty-four, was struck by light- 
ning and instantly killed. Miss Grace Jack- 
son, aged nineteen, of Homestead, was 
struck, and her recovery is doubtful. Rich- 
ard Rucker, also of Homestead, was fright- 


fully burned by the electrical fluid and will 
hardly recover. 

The waters rushed down the hills around 
Homestead and literally engulfed the town. 
The extent of the damage done there is the 
worst in the history of the town, 1n] will 
reach many thousands of dollars in prop- 
erty loss. Besides the numerous houses 
that were ee wrecked, four iron 
bridges of the Monongahela Street Rail- 
way were washed out. Dozens of wash- 
outs occurred between Pittsburg and Ha- 
zlewood, and street-car travel was sus- 
pended for over an hour. 

At South Avenue Park, at the end of the 
Cass Suburban Traction company’s line, a 

icnic party composed of 1,200 persons, 
‘00 of Whom were chijdren, gathered in the 
dancing pavilion for shelter from the storm. 
Lightning struck a tree within eight feet 
of the pavilion, and set fire to the struct- 
ure. 

The picknickers were panicstricken, wo- 
men fainted, children screamed, and even 
the men_in the party gave way to their 
fright. Fortunately the heavy rain extin- 
guished the flames, and though a large 
number of. the party were more or less 
eee ae the panic, none were seriously in- 
jured. 

A similar panic ensued at St. Joseph's 
parochial school on Mount Olivet, where 
commencement exercises were being held. 
The hall was filled with children and their 

arents when lightning struck the build- 
ng, tearing a portion of the roof away. 

All through the south and west ends the 
storm carried destruction with it. The 
Phillips glass house, at Nineteenth and 
Mary Streets, had its one-thousand-pound 
sheet roof picked up bodily and carried 
across the street, the South Side Presby- 
terilan Church was struck by lightning, and 
numerous houses suffered the same fate. 
Sarah Street, from Twenty-ninth to Thir- 
tieth, was filled with water, as was also 
Arlington Avenue to Amanda Avenue, 
Knoxville. Castle Shannon tunnel on the 
Beltzhoover side, caved in, and traffic was 
suspended for the day. 

A heavy landslide at Twenty-decond 
Street, South»Side, covered the tracks of 
the Pittsburg, Virginia and Charleston 
Railroad, with mud and stones to the depth 
of about 15 feet, and trains were blocke 
all afternoon. 

The East End and Wilkinsburg suffered 
equally with other sections of the city, 
with the exception of fatalities. Sewers 
overflowed, filling cellars and makin 
creeks of the- streets; roofs were carrie 
away, and much minor damage was done, 
but no person was seriously hurt. 

From all surrounding towns reports are 
coming in, telling of the widespread dam- 
age done by the storm, all the correspond- 
ents uniting in saying it was the severest 
known in years. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES OIL TANK, 


_Many Persons Injured by an Explosion 
at Preble, Ind. 


PREBLE, Ind., June 26.—Lightning™ to- 
day struck a Standard Oil tank here, which 
contained 50,000 barrels of oil. The tank 
exploded arid burning oil ran in all direc- 
tions, destroying considerably property. 

Inhabitants fled from their homes, but a 
large number were severely burned. No 
estimate of the loss has been made. 


STREET CLEANING FUNDS GONE. 


Sweeping Will Cease at Washington 
for Lack of Money.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Street sweep- 
ing ceased in Washington at noon to-day, 
and will not be resumed until Saturday, 
when a half day will be used for a Sunday 
clean-up, which will also be a clean-up of 


the funds available for the service. The 
Superintendent gave notice some time ago 
that unless a few stormy days intervened 
before the close of the month he would be 
compelled to lay off his men. 

When $155,000 was allowed for a year it 
was supposed there would be the usual 
number,of days when the streets would be 
frozen and when no cleaning could be done. 
The open Winter made it necessary and 
possible to clean every day, thus eating up 
more of the appropriation than was ex- 
pected. 


KANSAS OPPOSES MR. GOODMAN. 


“tate Officials Would Not Welcome 
5,000 Laborers from This City.

TOPEKA, Kan., June 26.—Kansas people 
do not think much of the proposition of Al- 
derman Goodman of New York to gather 
up from the streets of that city 5,000 help- 


ers for the harvest fields. To start with, 
they say by the time the New York army 
would get here the harvest would be over, 
But the main objection to Mr. Goodman’s 
scheme in the minds of the State officers 
wha discussed it to-day is the belief that 
anything which a New York Alderman 
would suggest as good for Kansas may 
with perfect safety be ** passed up."’ Direc- 
tor Gerow said to-night that the farmers of 
Kansas would sc¢rn an offer to send to 
them a helper from the slums of New York 
City. He declared that there is “ always 
some kind of a job back of any scheme sug- 
gested by the average New York Alder- 
man.”

This was 
repeated until the Principal adyanced her 
to the highest class in the school. When it 
came time for the last examination, and the 
diploma list was made out, the name of this 
little girl, who entered the Wells School in 
the Fall in the lowest €, Was among

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 26.—There is 


trouble in the Olivet Methodist Church, this 


city. The pastor, Rev. George Shaw, has 
gone to work in a tailor shop because his 
congregation in raising his salary persists 
in resorting to church amusements and sup- 
pers. Mr. Shaw is in the employ of William 
F. Maehl. He has been working there two 
weeks. His average wage is about $3 a 
day. He has not given up his pastorate 
and does not intend to do so. The situation 
as described by himself is that, by refusing 
to accept money which is derived from 
church amusements, he cannot get enough 
money to eke out a living. It is, therefore, 
necessary for him to do outside work, and 
he naturally turned to tailoring, in which 
craft he is well skilled. 

During his course at Hamline Dinkversity 
which was fompleted this month, he made 
a partial living by tailoring for the students 
anc Faculty of the school. Shaw is mar- 
ried. During the camp meeting at Med 
Rock, in which he is exceedingly interested, 
his employer allowed him to take his work 
from the oe in the morning and to @o it 
Guring the day at spare moments, Mr. 
Shaw says he will continue to make his liv- 
ing as a tailor until such time as he can re- 
ceive a salary in a straightforward way 
like any other professional man. The pas- 
tors of the city are closely watching what 
the outcome of Mr. Shaw’s fight against 
church amusements will be. 


READING STRIKE SITUATION. 


Reason to Believe that a Settlement 
Will Soon Be Effected—Ad- 
vance Promised.

READING, Penn., June 26.—Although 
there has been no change in the strike 
situation to-day, especially as far as the 
Reading Railway men are concerned, there 
have been vague rumors that there may be 
a settlement before the end of the week.

SAVED A BURNING VESSEL. 


Heroic Act of Two of the Ship’s Officers 
Prevented Destruction of a Brit- 
ish Mule Transport.

NEW ORLEANS, June 26.—The British 
mule transport Monterey, from Cape Town, 
arrived in port last night after a terrible 
experience with fire at sea. 

Twelve days out from St. Vincent flames 
were discovered in the after hold, and 
gained such headway that the heat pre- 
vehted the usual means of extinguishing 
fire on shipboard. The iron hatchway be- 
came so hot that the men could not reach 
the fire. Flames and clouds of smoke 
poured out from the hold, and just when 


officers and crew were abdout to abandon 
nope First Officer Reid and Fourth Of- 
ficer Harrison, volunteered a daring plan. 
Shey proposed to tie “‘lexible wire cables 
atowel their bodies, and have their com- 
panions lower them do-vn the sides of the 
ship until they were abreast the port holes 
opening into the burning section. It was a 
Cesperate experiment, but the situation was 
desperate, and aiter a short consultation 
the idea of the two seamen was adopted. 
It required but a few moments to procure 
wire cables and securely fasten them under 
the men’s arms, and then the work of low- 
ering Reid and Harrison was begun. The 
ends of the cables were made fast to the 
deck, and four or five men, taking hold 
of the slack, began slowly, inch by inch, 
letting the men downward. When the men 
had been lowered nearly half way down the 
ship’s side another obstacle was met. The 
iron plates were hot enough to broil meat, 
and they scorched and blistered the dangling 
men when the waves swept them out into 
space and then against the heated plates. 
Reid and Harrison. managed to overcome 
this difficulty by using the heavy sledge 
hammers with which they were armed to 
shove their bodies away and keep clear uf 


t plates. 
Oe he fire was near the water line, Reid 


nd Harrison were lowered until they were 
submerged nearly up to their waists. Hang- 
ing thus, half buried in the waves, with the 
ship under headway, the men battered in 
the port. A hose was then lowered to them, 
and for several hours they hung, swinging 
outward and inward, pouring a stream into 
the blazing interior of the iron hold. In this 
way they finally checked the flames. +

WORKS IN TAILOR SHOP | J. P. MORGAN GIVES OVER 


$1,000,000 TO HARYARD 


Offers to Pay for Three Buildings 
to be Erected in Boston. 


To be Part of Medical School Whic:: 
Will Occupy Ground Held in Trust 
for the University. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 26.—President 
Eliot announced at the Harvard Alumni 
dinner to-day that J. Pierpont Morgan had 
given more than $1,000,000 for the erection 
of three of the five buildings planned for 
the Harvard Medical School on land now 
held in trust for the university on Hunting- 
ton Avenue, in Boston. The gift is for the 
prosecution of ‘‘applied biological re- 
search.” 

Some months ago President Bliot ex- 
plained, Messrs. Henry and Frank Higgin- 
son took a tract of twenty acres of land, 
paying $550,000 for it. This they agreed to 
hold in trust for the university until means 
should be found to buy it from them, when 
they would sell at cost price—‘‘ an ingenious 
plan,” as the President remarked, “ for 
serving the institution.’’ 

It was supposed that the carrying out of 
the plan would be a matter for the remote 
future. Nevertheless, the medical Faculty, 
through a committee consisting of Drs. 
Henry P. Bowditch and J. Collins Warren, 
proceeded to draw up plans and specifica- 
tions for the buildings, which they would 
like to have and could use next year, if they 
had them. There would be five large build- 
ings besides the power |house. The esti- 
mated cost is $2,000,000. 

Last Friday Dr. Warren received a cable 
message from Mr. Morgan, in which he 
said: 

‘‘ Referring to our conversation and plans 
submitted, I am prepared to erect the 
central buildings and two side pavilions as 
a memorial to Junius Spencer Morgan, a 
native of Massachusetts and for many 
years a merchant of Boston. You can an- 
nounce this.”’ 

When Mr. Eliot made his announcement 
of the gift from Mr. Morgan he left the 
announcement of the donor’s name to the 
very last, announcing it as the signature to 
the cable message to Dr. Warren. There- 
upon the crowd went wild, ending in nine 
Harvards for Mr. Morgan. 

President. Eliot called attention to the 
phrase “ plans submitted,’’ which he said 
included specifications, and said that these 
called for an outlay of more than $1,000,000, 

The present medical school, biological de- 
partment, is situated in one building on 
Boylston Street, next the Boston Public 
Library. The erection of the new buildings 
would, it is understood, involve disposing 
of this property, which is in a part of the 
city where values are very high. When the 
plan was published some months ago, it 
was suggested that the land be taken for 
the public library, which is already cramped 
for space, although only seven years 
opened. ; 

The new Morgan bulldings on Huntington 
Avenue will include a hospital. Hitherto 
Harvard Medical] School has had to depend 
wholly for practical clinics upon the public 
hospiiais. 

President Eliot also made an announce- 
ment of a memorial gift, the new archi- 
tectural building, from Mr. and Mrs. Nelson 
Robinson of New York, in memory of their 
son, who died at Harvard. Its value is 
$462,075, and it erects and equips the build- 
ing and maintains a teaching force. The 
gitts for the year were $780,510. 


Mr. Morgan Sails for Home To-morrow. 


LONDON, June 26.—The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican liner Deutschland, which sails from 
Hamburg to-morrow, via Southampton and 
Cherbourg Friday, will be crowded to her 
full capacity.

PHILADELPHIA’S CITY HALL. 


Commission Reports that* It Has Ex- 
pended $24,313,455.43 on the Build- 
ing—How the Money Was Spent.

PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—After thirty 
years’ existence the Public Buildings Com- 
mission held its last meeting to-day. On 
Monday the City Hall passes to the control 
of the city administration, in accordance 
with a recent act of the Legislature, 
though the hall is not yet completed. The 
members present were President Perkins, 
John S. Stevens, Thomas E. Gaskill, Will- 


iam H. Wright, Richard Peltz, Charles 
Seger, Franklin M. Harris, @x-Mayor Will- 
iam S. Stokley, and James F. Miles. Presi- 
dent Perkins and ex-Mayor Stokley are the 
only living members of the original com- 
mission. 

Dying, the commission did what it had 
always refused to do living—accounted for 
the money it has spent. In all, the com- 
mission has used $24,313,455.48 upon the 
hall. Its requisitions upon Councils have 
aggregated $41,150,736.29. In the expendi- 
tures the largest single item is $5,467,503.47 
for marble, which is followed by the sum 
of $2,017,299.72 for dressed stone for inside 
finish. The commission spent $3,990,211.46 
in fitting up rooms for city departments. 
For cast and wrought iron, including roof- 
ing, $1,122,543.78 was required. The salaries 
of the architects were $317,452.06, and law- 
yers got $28,643.35. Plumbers and gas fit- 
ters got $460,413.62. Metal work on the 
tower cost $756,537.01, almost twice the sum 
expended in supplies for maintenance— 
$396,431.38, 

Heating and ventilating cost, $682,607.22, 
and an additional sum of $736,767.05 was 
spent for ‘‘ electric light installation, &c. 
The four-faced tower clock represents 
$27,960. Painters and glaziers got $351,- 
490.62. and $1,342,396.60 is laid at the door 
of ‘labor and watching,’’ while ‘* Superin- 
tendent and assistants’ drew $317,452.06, 


A TARIFF DEMOCRAT’S VIEWS. 


Hepresentative Davey Thinks Next 
Congress Will Make No Changes.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Representative 
Davey of Louisiana, one of the Democrats

‘So far as J am uble to judge,’’ said he 
this morning. ‘tthe next Congress will do 
nothing with the tariff. Of course, it is not 
improbable that same Republicas will intro- 
duce separate tariff bills, bills to amend 
certain schedules of the Dingley act, and 
such bills will be referred to the Ways 
and Means Committee. The real purpose 
of such measures, however, has a strict 
bearing on home consumption. I feel confi- 
dent the Republicans will attempt no tariff 
legislation beyond the introduction of per- 
sonal tariff bills for the effect they may 
have in certain Congressional districts. 

Referring to the proposition to nominate 
a Southern man for President or Vice Presi- 
dent, Representative Davey said that no 
one in the Democratic or Republican Party 
could at this time tell anything about the 
personnel of the Presidential tickets to be 
nominated in 1904. It was too far in ad- 
vance, he declared, for such speculation to 
have any value whatever. 


KISSING BUG’S BITE FATAL. 


Case at Ansonia, Conn., Puzzles Spe- 
eialists in Blood Poisoning.

ANSONIA, Conn., June 26.—As the result 
of the bite of an insect, said by local doc- 
tors to be a kissing bug, Burton Griffin, 
thirty years old, died to-day in agony. The 


case is regarded as a remarkable one, and 
specialists in blood poisoning who were 
called in can offer no explanation of it. 
Two weeks ago Griffin felt'a twinge in 
his right arm. A large black insect flew 
off with a buzzing sound, leaving a drop 
of blood on the arm. Next day Griffin 
became very ill. His arm began to swell, 
and within a few days was over twice its 
natural size. The poison spread rapidly 
throughout his system. The arm devel- 
open gangrene, but as the infection had 
spread beyond the shoulder it was useless 
to amputate it. At length it turned black 
and the patient died. A remarkable fact 
was that while swollen the arm could be 
freely bent without increasing the pain. 
Dr. M. D. Russell, the New Haven spe- 
cialist, is making a careful investigation of 
the case. Griffin, who was an amateur 
athlete, was in robust health when bitten. 
Physicians say there were no internal con- 
ditions calculated to cause blood poisoning. 


YERKES PREVENTS EXTENSION. 


Ovns a Thirty-Foot Lot that Is in the 
Way of Chicago Railroad Company.

ASPHALT TRUST WINS 
IN VENEZUELAN COURT 


Highest Tribunal of the Republic 
Defies Dictator Castro. 


SUPREME JUDGE PUT IN PRISON 


Decree Favors a Corporation, Repre- 
sentatives of Which Have Repeat- . 
edly Questioned Court’s 

Integrity.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The Supreme 
Court of Venezuela has given a conclusive 
answer to those who have claimed that it 
Was a body without independence or cour- 
age,” and under the domination of Presi- 
dent Castro. Private advices received at 
the State Department show that the court 
has decided the asphant case in gavor of 
the New York and Bermudez Company, and 
this in the face of the fact that all the in- 
fluence of Castro’s administration is thrown 
on the side of the opposition company. The 
President of the Supreme Court, Dr. Lopez 
Fontaines, is said in press dispatches, to 
have been arrested by Castro’s order, and 
thrown into prison, together with his Sec- 
retary, on a charge of having visited the 
prisons of Caracas and ordering the libera- 
tion of certain prisoners who had been ar- 
rested without cause. 

There is a very strong impression in offi- 
cial circles that the reason given for the 
arrest of this independent Venezuelan 
Judge and his secretary is a trumped-up 
one, and that the real reason for his arrest 
is that he has given a decision in the 
asphalt case which the provisional Presi- 
dent of the republic did not want him to 
make. 

It is said that even in Venezuela ‘the 
President of the Supreme Court would 
hardly be imprisoned for carrying out the 
law unless he had given very grave offense 
to the Dictator. The law requires the Pres- 
ident of the Supreme Court to visit the 
prisons from time to time, and satisfy 
himself that prisoners are not held improp- 
erly. Fontaines, according to reports, car- 
ried out this part of his official duty, and 
found about forty victims of lettres de 
cachet, some of whom he liberated. It does 
not appear that the action of Fontaines, 
however disagreeable it may he to the pro- 
visional President, is unprecedented or 
even unusual in Venezuela. His summary 
punishment, therefore, suggests that the 
President has a deeper grudge against him. 

The prevelent belief is that Fontzaines in- 
curred the ill-will of Castro by favoring the 
President did not 
want to arrest him for that offense for fear 
of complications with the United States, 
and that he waited for a better excuse and 
found it in Fontaines’s liberation of the 
political prisoners, even though that action 
was performed in accordance with the law. 
The full extent of the Venezueian court's 
decision is not known here. The advices re- 
ceived simply report a decision in favor of 
the trust, and the been 
conflicting concerning the nature oi 
issue before the court, it is impossible to 
say definitely what the trust has gained. 

A curious feature of this situation is that 
the representatives of the Asphalt Trust 
have been the persons who threw discredit 
upon the independence of the Venezuelan 
courts, and that ex-Senator Hiscock and 
other Republicans of the Warner-Quinlan 
interests have stoutly maintained that the 
Venezuelan courts were honest and inde- 
pendent and that their past history proved 
that they would not hesitate to antagonize 
even a Dictator. The latter assertions seem 
to have been correct, although the proof 
that they were right will be unwelcome to 
the Warner-Quinlan interests. 


SIXTEEN KILLED IN A WRECK. 


Italian Emigrants Hurled to ‘Deatr 
When Train Went Through a 
Trestle in Indiana. 


PERU, Ind., June 26.—Sixteen persons 
were killed and about fifty were seriously 
injured in a wreck of Train 3, the west- 
bound Wabash limited, nine miles west of 
this city, at 12:30 o’clock A. M. to-day. 
The dead are all Italian immigrants en 
route to Colorado. Many of the injured un- 
doubtedly will die. 

Two sections of Train 3, one coming from 
Detroit and the other trom Toledo, were 
consolidated in this city into a train of 
eleven cars, making up the flier for its 
journey to St. Louis. It consisted of a 
combination baggage and express, combina- 
tion baggage and smoker, day coach, im- 
migrant coach, three chair cars, three 
sleepers, and the private car of General 
Superintendent William Cotter of the Iron 
Mountain Railway. 

Having left this city one hour late, the 
train was speeding westward at a high 
rate, when, at a point nine miles west, the 
engine plunged through a trestle which had 
been undermined by the recent heavy rains. 
The embankment on both sides of the little 
stream dropped at a sharp angle, a dis- 
tance of forty feet. Owing to the mo- 
mentum of the train the engine appeared to 
leap nearly across the abyss, plunged into 
the soft earth on the opposite side, and 
fell back to the bottom. The express car 
and the first chair car were telescoped. 
The emigrant car, followed by two chair 


cars, went down on the left side of the 
track and the first sleeper pitched forward 
upon the mass of débris. Its windows and 
trucks were broken, but none of the occu- 
pants was injured. The remaining cars 
also left their trucks, but were not badly 
damaged. It was in the emigrant and day 
coaches that most of the deaths and in- 
juries occurred. 

Heavy foliage lined the banks on both. 
sides of the culvert, the approach to which 
was over a “reverse curve.” There was 
absolutely no means by which the engine 
crew could see the impending danger. In 
fact the engine ran out upon the trestle 
before the structure gave way. Telephone 
messages to this city brought a number of 
physicians, and rescuers and by daylight 
nearly all the dead and wounded had been 


brought here.

CUTTING A LIONESS’ CLAWS | ™- DE LUR-SALUCES BANISHED. 


The Operation Caused Some Com- 
motion at Central Park. 


Old, Short-Sighted “Alice” Was’ the 
Victim of the Keeper’s Shears, and 
She Did Not Like the Role. 


There was an unusual operation and a 
lively time yesterday affernoon at the 
Central Park Menagerie when Alice, the 
old lioness, almost blind, who is kept in the 
last cage nearest the south entrance of 
the lions’ house, had her claws cut. This 
was done because for some time the ani- 
mal had walked lame, and-it was thought 
that her claws must be growing into her 


pads. 

Shortly after 4 o’clock the. lions’ house 
was cleared of spectators, and Superin- 
tendent Smith and Keeper Snyder, with a 
half dozen assistants and two policemen, 
entered the house. Snyder’s men had las- 
soes and iron hooks and a powerful pair of 
shears. As the ‘party entered the other 
animals seemed to know that something 
unusual was about to happen, for the lions 
lined up in front.of their cages and anx- 
fously watched the expedition heading for 
the cage of poor old Alice. 

The ropes and slings were. gotten into 
readiness, and Keeper Snyder climbed on 
top of the cage and lowered a_ noose tempt- 
ingly for the animal to walk _ into. The 
rope frightened the lioness and she began 
to roar. Soon the entire menagerie was a 

andemonium, the big cats running about 

n their cages and adding their din to the 
general noise. 

Meanwhile in the cage of Alice the lion- 
ess, littlé as she could see, was dodging the 
dangling noose and getting more and more 
frightened. She darted about the cage, 
and not until many minutes, had elapsed 
was Snyder able to lasso her. The rope at 
first fastened itself about the animal's 
neck, and jit was necessary; to get it back 
over one sRoulder to prevent strangulation. 
By means of one of the hooks the noose 
was finally adjusted, and before Alice had 
time to realize what was happening she 
was violently jerked toward the front of 
the cage by five men, including the two 
policemen who pulled on the.rope. 

Once there the forepaws , were _lassoed 
one at a time and drawn through the bars. 
The lioness squirmed and’ growled and 

it at everything in sight, but the rope 
held her relentlessly and, she lay fettered, 
the two paws to be operatéd On @xtending 
outside the bars of the.cage: 

The paws were examined, 
found that six of the huge 
grown into the animal’s pads, and that 
some of them were so deeply !tmbedded 
that it was hard to tell where they were 
growing out of the flesh and where they 
Were growing into it. The operation con- 
sisted of cutting the nails and pulling the 
imbedded stumps out of the flesh. 

As the shears closed on the nail claw the 
lioness made a last desperate struggle to 
get away. As claw after claw was cut the 
lioness became more and more frantic until 
finally she closed her tremendous jaws on 
a pair of the iron bars and bit them until 
the bars bent. 

An antiseptic solution was then applied 
to’the paws. At this the lioness seemed 
overcome with anger. Her mouth was 
bleeding in a dozen places where she had 
bitten the iron bars, but as the solution 
was applied she closed her teeth on the 
bars again with such force that with a 
cracking. crunching sound several molars 
broke off. 

The operation over, Superintendent Smith 
and Keeper Snyder released the ropes that 
bound the Ifoness and she was freed, but so 
weak was the brute owing to its struggles 
that she was unable to rise to her feet for 
some time. 

“That may hurt her considerably now,” 
said Superintendent Smith, as the animal 
finally slunk into the back of the cage, 
“but she will be the better for it here- 
after.”’ 

Kittie, the fine Bengal tigress formerly 
caged next door to the Siberian tiger, died 
yesterday noon, presumably of lung trouble.

French Senate Finds Him Guilty—Two 
Senators to Fight a Duel as a Re- 
sult of the Trial. 


PARIS, June 27.—The Senate, sitting as a 
High Court of Justice, yesterday concluded 
the trial of the Marquis de Lur-Saluces, 
charged with treason. 

The Public Prosecutor, M. Bernard, con- 
tinued his speech, which was interrupted 
on Tuesday by the adjournment of the 
court. He dwelt at length on the participa- 
tion of the Marquis in the intrigues of the 


Anti-Republican Leagues, and demanded 
his punishment. 

The Marquis was found guilty, with ex- 
tenuating circumstances, and was sen- 
tenced to five years’ banishment. 

The trial was concluded amid the general 
indifference of the spectators. The Marquis 
was voted guilty of conspiracy by a vote of 
71 to 51, and he was sentenced to banish- 
ment by a vote of 72 to 25. 

After the speech made by his counsel, and 
before the Marquis was condemned by the 
Court, M. Falliéres, the President of the 
Senate, asked the defendant if he had any- 
thing to say. The Marquis replied that 
proscription or imprisonment mattered lit- 
tle to him. He added: 

‘‘I shall always be able to say to my 
children, ‘ Your father kept his honor un- 
stained.’ "’ 

In the course of the secret deliberations 
Senator Aucoin spoke strongly in favor of 
condemning the Marquis. tis remarks led 
M. Provost-Delaunay to interrupt him 
calling him a *‘ clown.” M. Aucoin retorted 
with equally disagreeable epithets, and as 
a result seconds were appointed with a 
view to a duel between M. Ss and 
Provost-Delaunay. Gen. Charreyroh_ and 
M. Papillaud (a journalist of the Libre 
Parole) will act for M. Provost-Delaunay, 
while Senators Destieux-Junca and Milliés- 
Lacroix will act for M. Aucoin. 

This duel promises to be the only inter- 
esting development of the trial. 

The Paris morning papers, while agree- 
ing that the public is absolutely indifferent 
to the conviction of and sentence on the 
Marquis de Lur-Saluces, comment upon the 
matter on strictly party lines. 

The Nationalist and Opposition papers 
violently abuse the Senate. The Libre 
Parole says the Senate is still composed 
of *‘ the same vile and infamous majority, 
the same scoundrels and bandits who are 
always ready to commit the same crime,”’ 
and that the Marquis issues from the trial 
accompanied by the sympathies of all good 
Frenchmen. 

The Figaro voices the average moderate 
opinion by saying that men convicted as a 
result of such trials are neither dishonored 
nor disgraced, and that a generous pardon 
will probably soon shorten the exile of 
these ‘“‘ enfants terribles.’’ The Figaro also 
hopes that ‘all these mad pranks, at most 
worthy the pen of a Cervantes,” are now 
over. 

The Marquis de Lur-Saluces will be con- 
veyed to the Belgian frontier this morning. 


KING CHARMS MR. HENDERSON. 


The ex-Speaker Says America Has No 
More Cordial Friend in the World 
than Edward VII. 


LONDON, June 26.—David B. Henderson, 
ex-Speaker of tha, United States House of 
Representatives, said to-night: 

““T have never enjoyed a more agreeable 
half-hour interview than the one I had 
with King Edward yesterday. He was per- 
fectly frank and agreeable, and in accord 
with American progress. He looks forward 


to even more corcial relations than now 
exist between the English-speaking na- 
tions. America may depend upon ‘the fact 
that she has no more cordial friend in the 
world than King Edward. 

“While the details of our conversation 
may not be repeated, I can assure my 
American friends that England may be de- 
pended upon in any ordinary controversy 
which may arise between the United States 
and the rest of the world.’”’

Miss Emelie Goebel of This City Ap- 
peals to St. Louis Police for Aid.

ST. LOUIS, June 26.—A search for a 
three-year-old child which began in New 
York City and will be extended across the 
continent, was revealed to the Police 
artment of St. Louis to-day when 
Emelie Goebel of 388 East Ninety-sixth 
Street, New York, requested Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond to help her locate her 
little foster sister Annie, who, she claims, 
wus kidnapped from her and her mother, 
Mrs. Augusta Goebel, on April 2. ‘“ We got 
the girl from_the Roman Catholic Orphan 
Asylum in New York in October, 1808,” 


said Miss Goebel to THE New YorRK TIMES's | 


correspondent. ‘‘In April of this year we 
took the child, then three years old, to 
the asylum at the request the sisters 
who expressed a desire to see her again. 
It was understood that Annie was simply 
visiting there for a day, and we never 
dreamed that the sisters had any thought 
of kidnapping her. 

“A sister took the child to another part 
of the building, asking us to wait a few 
minutes. The hours passed, and the siter 
who went away with our little girl did not 
return. We have never seen her since, but 
We are going to search the continent over 
for her till we find her. The New York 
pce would not help us, as we had never 
egally adopted Annie. A private detective 
learned that Annie was one of forty-seven 
children sent west on a Pennsylvania train 
on May 28. We have tried many ways to 
locate her again, but all to no purpose. 

“TIT am going to every city in the West 
and get the aid of the police.’’ Miss Goebel 
gave Chief Desmond several copies. of a 
yicture which she said was an excellent 
ikeness of Annie, and said that she had 
had 1,000 of them made for the use of the 
police. Chief Desmond recalled that a num- 
er of foundlings arrived in St. Louis last 
May from the

A little more than two years and a half 
ago Mrs. Goebel took the child referred to 
in the foregoing dispatch from the Found- 
ling Asylum to nurse. It was then seven 
days old. She kept it thirty months, when 
the sisters notified her that they wished 
to have it returned. She told them that 
she had become very much attached to the 
little one, and asked the privilege of adopt- 
ing it. This was denied. 

It was said at the time that the refusal 
to let her have the child was due to the 
fact that she was a Protestant. 

Gustav Goebel, husband of Mrs. Goebel, 
is a brass finisher. The family is said to 
be in comfortable circumstances, but by 
no means well off. At the time the child 
twas taken from them they threatened legal 
proceedings to recover it, but no definite 
action was taken.

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KILLED IN FIGHT WITH BOERS. 


Parents of Young Henry Toovey Learned 
that Their Son Was Shot on 


His Birthday. 

The British War Department has notified 
\uenry V. Toovey of 1,684 Second Avenue, 
that his son, Guy D. Toovey, a private in 
the British’ Army, was shot and killed dur- 
ing an engagement with the Boers at Ja- 
cobsdal, South Africa, on June 38. By a 
singular coincidence June 8 was the young 
soldier’s twenty-third birthday, and he had 
written home only the previous week that 
he intended to celebrate it and then start 
for home to visit the Pan-American Expo- 
sition. 

He had a war record of considerable 
length for a young man. He was born in 
London, and come to this country when 


seven years old, with his parents, who 
made their home in Paterson, N. J. At the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American war he 
enlisted in Company A of the Second Reg- 
iment of New Jersey. He got as far South 
as .Jacksonville, Fla., with his regiment, 
and was there stricken with fever. e was 
sent to Pablo Beach, where he recuperated 
and was sent home in advance of his com- 
rades. — 

He went to England about two years and 
a half ago, and while there was offered a 
position in the diamond mines of South 
Africa. He accepted and was made an 
overseer in one of the De Beer diamond 
mines. Then came the outbreak of the 
Boers and young Toovey joined No. 2 
Troop C Squadron of the Diamond Fields 
Horse. His letters home told of many ac- 
tions in which he took part, one in particu- 
lar calling out Gen. Methuen’s praise as one 
of the most daring and plucky fights of the 
war. The prestige gained in these encoun- 
ters caused the corps to be selected as part 
of the column that fought its way to Mafe- 
king to the relief of Baden-Powell and his 
band of defenders. Toovey was in that. 

His parents are grief stricken. They do 
not know Whether the body was recovered 
or what disposition has been made of it. 


ROTTERDAM WELCOMES KRUEGER 


ROTTERDAM, June 26.—Mr. Kriiger was 
welcomed at the railroad station, on his ar- 
rival here to-day, by the Burgomaster, dep- 
utations from numerous societies, and 
many women. Two bands of music played 
the Transvaal anthem. Members of work- 
men's societies, with flags, were drawn up 
in the streets leading from the station to 
the Town Hall, to which Mr. Kriiger was 


driven, escorted by a guard of ex-Trans- 
vaal officers. Great enthusiasm was mani- 
tested everywhere. 

In a speech of welcome at the Town Hall, 
the Burgomaster remarked the similarity 
between the Transvaal and Dutch strug- 
gles for liberty, and said Rotterdam 
wished, through Mr. Kriiger,:to pay hom- 
age to the little Boer nation, which had 
shown such faith and confidence in its own 
strength. 

Mr. Kriiger, in a brief reply, deplored the 
fact that his country was cut off from sup- 
plies and ammunition, whereas the Dutch 
had their own supplies during their strug- 
gle. He said he was fully convinced that 
the Lord would deliver his country in His 
own good time. 

A luncheon followed the reception at 
which the speeches were delivered. 

There was a grand serenade and torch- 
light procession to-night in honor of Mr. 
Kriiger, who witnessed the proceedings 
from the balcony of his hotel. There was 
immense enthusiasm among the people. 
After the demonstrations, many persons 
bearing illuminated transparencies in- 
scribed ‘“ Silence! The President Sleeps! 
paraded the streets to disperse the crowds. 

SPEECH BY LORD SALISBURY. 


He Says Failure to Complete the Task 
in South Africa Would Result in 
the Contempt of the World. 


LONDON, June 27.—Presiding at the ban- 
quet of the United Club at the Hotel Cecil 
last night, the Marquis of Salisbury, the 
Prime Minister, said the Unionist Party 
had arrived at a position where it might 
almost be said that it had been too success- 
ful. By some subtle influence, the party 
had destroyed the power of the opposition.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT VICTORY. 


Unionist Wins Election at Stratford-on- 
Avon by a Big Majority—Great 
Interest in the Contest. 
LONDON, June 27.—The election to fill 
the vacancy in the House of Commons for 
the Stratford-on-Avon Division of War- 


ickshire caused by the death of Victor 
Milward (Conservative) resulted as follows: 


A great deal of interest has been taken in 
the election at Stratford-on-Avon, as it 
was believed that the result would show 
whether the country still supported the 
Government in its South African policy. 


So keen was the contest that many leaders 
of both parties journeyed to Shakespeare s 
town to deliver addresses, while Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, telegraphed to the Unionist candidate 
as follows: 

‘‘T hope that the electors will remember 
that a seat lost to the Government is still 
a seat gained by the Boers.” 

The late Col. Milward was returned unop- 
posed from Stratford-on-Avon at the gen- 
eral election last Autumn. At the election 
in 1895 he defeated Thomas Sadler, the Lib- 
eral candidate, by a majority of 1,771, so 
that the election yesterday shows a slightly 
increased majority.for the Conservatives. 

In his address to the electors in the con- 
test just ended, Mr. Foster, the Unionist 
candidate, promised to give his support to 
Lord Salisbury’s Government, both in its 
home and foreign policy, believing that the 
Government had largely contributed to the 
material happiness and prosperity of the 
country, and that it had upheld the inter- 
ests, prestige, and honor of the empire. He 
said he was opposed to any scheme having 
for its object the dismemberment of the 
empire, and strongly supported the action 
of the Government. 

Mr. King, the Liberal candidate, said in 
his address to the electors that he regarded 
the war in South Africa as the greatest 

» calamity which had befallen the country 
for many years. He added: 

“TI believe that even now a speedy and 
honorable peace might be secured by a 
change of policy or by leaving Lord Kitch- 
ener a free hand to negotiate.”’

LONDON, June 27.—The Navy League, 
with a view to enlisting public attention in 
regard to the subject, has issued a striking 
manifesto, in which it emphasizes the de- 
ficiency in the fleet of Great Britain, espe- 
cially in the Mediterranean squadron.

AUTOMOBILES RACE TO-DAY. 


—~— 


Foxhall Keene Among the Entries for 
“the Paris to Berlin Contest. .~ 


PARIS, June 26.—The keenest interest is 
taken here in the automobile race between 
Paris and Berlin, which starts at 3:30 
o'clock to-morrow morning from the cross 
roads of the village of Champigny, twelve 
miles east of Paris. This starting. place has 
been chosen because Champigny is secluded, 
thus enabling the autocars to start at full 
speed, which would be impossible were the 
start made from Paris. 

One hundred and fifty-five automobiles 
have entered for the contest, and the ma- 
jority of them are French machines. There 
are several machines of German and three 
of English make. 

The most interesting competitor in the 


forthcoming race, from the American point 
af view. is Foxhall Keene, who drives a 
French automobile of the heavy class, of 
twenty-eight horse er and weighing 
1,600 kilograms. Mr eene will be accom- 
panied by an engineer, but he intends to 
work the car himself. The entries consist 
of 53 heavy and 65 lighter automobiles, 21 
light voiturettes, and 16 motorcycles. The 
first day’s run will be 45%) kilometers and 
800 meters, (about 285 miles,) to Aix-la- 
Chapelle; the second day’s run will be to 
Hanover, a‘distance of 445 kilometers and 
200 meters, (about 275 miles,) and the third 
day the contestants will have to cover 297 
kilometers and 600 meters (about 1505 
miles,) to Berlin, where a great reception 
awaits them. 

All the leading French automobile racing 
men will. participate in the Paris-Berlin 
race, Last Saturday the tourist section of 
the chauffeurs started for Berlin over the 
course to be followed by the racers, .The 
tourist section is composed of fifty-seven 
automobiles,;* who are doing the journey 
at a comfortable ce, employing eight 
days to make the trip, and who have timed 
their speed to arrive at Berlin with the 
racing men. 


OPENING OF THE RACE. 
PARIS, June 27.~—There was a_ weird 
scene eurly this morning beneath Fort 
Shampigny. The racing antomobiles began 
gathering soon after 2 o'clock at the cross 
roads, where they were marshalled in a 


line at the roadside. Hach machine came 
up at a good rate of speed, and then took 
up its place in the line, panting and vibrat- 
ing like a human being. 

The racers waited until 3:30 o’clock, when 
the starter gave the word, ‘‘ Number 1, 
start.’’ The automobile numbered ‘1’"’ im- 
mediately went to the front and quickly as- 
sumed its racing speed and disappeared, 
Two minutes later Automobile No. 2 was 
started in the same manner. . Arrange- 
ments had been made that the automobiles 
leave at two-minute intervals. 

Owing to the number of competitors, the 
start will thus last about five hours. Fox- 
hall Keene will not start until about 8 
o’clock this morning, as his car is num- 
bered 143.

NEWARK, N. Y., June 26.—After paying 
off a gang of men who were employed by 
the Pennsylvania Steel Company on a 
bridge west of the Central station to-day 
Joseph M. Deemer of Jersey City Heights, 
N. J., started to walk to the station and 


was struck by the Lake Shore Limited and 
instantly killed. 

Mr. Deemer was forty-four years old and 
lived at 98 Orient Avenue, Jersey City 
Heights. He was a bridge contractor in the 
employ of the Pennsylvania Steel Company. 
He left his home a week ago Monday to go 
to Newark, N. Y., to superintend the con- 
struction of a bridge. Mr. Deemer built 
the elevated railroad between Jersey City 
and Hoboken several years ago. He has a 
brother, George, in the same business in 
New York City. He is survived by a widow 
and three children. 


SYNDICATE BUYS TIMBER LANDS 


MONTREAL, Quebec, June 26.-—-A syndi- 
cate headed by Messrs. W. H. Davis and 
David Russell of Montreal, has purchased 
nearly 1,100 square miles of the finest pulp 
and timber lands in this province. 

The limits already bought contain over 


2,060,000 cords of pulp wood and over 3,000,- 
000 saw logs. Several other limits on the 
same rivers are already under. gption, 
which will enormously increase thése quan- 
tities. This extensive area is situated on 
the St..Maurice River, and, with the mills 
at Grand Mere and the famous Shawini- 
gan Falls,,.will make that section the 
greatest pulp and paper district in the 
world. 

It is the intention to develop a new water 
power near the limits and to erect what 
will probably be the largest individual pa- 
per mills in existence. 

Some prominent New York and Philadel- 
phia names are mentioned in connection 
with the deal. 


COLORADO IRON COMPANY SUED 


The Colorado Fuel and Iron Company 
has been sued in the United States District 
Court by the Atlantic Trust Company. No 
complaint was filed with the summonses 


in the two actions which were started. 
The summonses show that one claim is for 
$400,000 and the other for $225,000. , 

President John C. Osgood of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company was served with 
subpoenaes in the two cases yesterday 
afternoon. 

Reed, Simpson, Thatcher, and Barnum 
represent the Trust Company. At their 
office all information as tq the nature of 
the actions was refused. Counsel said that 
the suits only concerned the parties inter- 
ested, and that the public was in no way 
concerned in the affair.

He said that he did 
not know what the suits were about, and 
the only surmise he could make was that 
they were actions growing out of the liqui- 
dation of the Whitebreast Fuel Company 
of Colorado, of which the Atlantic Trust 
Coeneeny was a mortgagee trustee, and in 
which Mr. Osgood said he was interested.

MAN HUNT NEAR 
NEW ROCHELLE 


Police and a Half Hundred of Citi- 
zefs in Pursuit. 


Mount Vernon Delegation Also After a 
Burglar Who Dropped a Bag of Val- 
uable Loot in His Haste, 


NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., June 27—1 A. 
M:—Fifty citizens of this city, six police 
officers from New Rochelle, and thirty or 
forty men from Mount Vernon, including all 
the police from that city that can be mus- 
tered are closing in upon a burglar in the 
woods between tHis city and Mount Ver- 
non, or at least they think they are. 

The man avoided capture in this city and 
took to the woods. The ground to be cov- 
ered is miles in extent, but the searchers 
think they still have the man in the woods. 
They hope to take him. He is supposed to 
be fleeing before the police and men from 
this city, and they hope to drive him into 
the arms of the Mount Vernon men who 
are coming this way. 

He was leaving the house of John Healey 
on Washington Avenue when_ seen first. 
He had a bag upon his shoulder. It con- 
tained, it was afterward found, about $1,000 
worth of booty. The man was first seen 
by a neighbor of Mr. Healey, just arriving 
home on the 11:30 train. his man knew 
Mr. Healey was not at home. He asked 
the man what he was doing. The man 
with the bag started to run. 7 

There were fifteen or twenty others on 
their way from the train, and at the call 
of the first man ay started in to chase 
the burglar. As he fled he abandoned the 
heavy bag. He leaped a fence, and the 
crowd followed. He went through yards 
and fields with the crowd in hot_ pursuit. 
He was able to reach the woods, however, 
and was lost to sight. Meanwhile word had 
been telephoned to the police, and every 
available man was hurried out. Other men 
were summoned. A general call for volun- 
teers went around, and meg turned out 
until fully fifty besides the officers took 
up the pursuit. 

Chief Foley of Mount Vernon was noti- 
fied. The man cannot escape unless he had 
already done so before the search was in 
an organized state. Chief Foley has his 
men, police and citizens whom he has 
pressed into service, working this way, and 
the New Rochelle people are working in 
Chief Foley’s direction. 

There have been a dozen robberies in this 
city within ten days. The largest were those 
at the home of Joseph T. Brown on Friday 
night and at Charles T. Robinson’s on Sun- 
day night. In each case the burglar stole 
more than $1,000 worth. 


NAVAL COLLIER HELD UP. 


Port Said Authorities Refuse to Accept 
Tolls in American Money. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The naval col- 
lier Brutus is held up at the Port Said en- 
trance of the Suez Canal, owing to a 
peculiar question which has arisen over the 
payment of tolls. The naval Paymaster 


aboard tendered the amount of the tolls, 
about $3,840 in American gold, but the canal 
authorities declined to accept this, prob- 
ably because of some regulation against 
foreign coins of fluctuating value. 

The situation was reported to the Navy 
Department, and the officials have asked 
the State Department to communicate to 
the American Consul at Port Said so that 
the tolls can be paid according to the re- 
quirements and the ship allowed to pass 
through the canal. 


WIDOW STRIKES OIL IN TEXAS. 


Thought She Was Penniless, Now Says 
She Is a Multi-Millionaire. 


BRIDGETON, N. J., June 26.—Lucius 
Whitaker of this place has received word 
trom his widowed sister, Mrs. Albert D. 
Knowlton, in Cripple Creek, Col,, that she 
has become a multi-millionaire, and wants 
him to make his home with her. 

Mr. Whitaker has been agent for the 
West New.Jersey Railroad Company for 
the lagt thirty-six years. His wife recently 
died, and he wrote for his widowed sister to 
come and live with him, supposing her to 


be poce. It was in this way that he learned 
of his sister's good fortune, which she asks 
him to share with her. Mr. Whitaker will 
leave here in a few days to visit his sister, 
and may remain there permanently. 

Mrs. Knowlton, it appears, recently 
learned that her husband, who had been of 
a wandering disposition, had died, She 
supposed she was penniless until several 
days ago some real estate men called on 
her and offered her $500 for so and in 
Texas which it appears her hus@&ind had 
bought. 

To her it seemed a large sum, and she 
was about to accept it when her son Philip, 
who is editor of The Cripple Creek News, 
advised her to wait. He went to Texas and 
found that the property contained rich oil 
wells. He sold one-half of the tract, sixty 
acres, for a sum referred to as fabulous, 
and refuses to sell the other half at any 
price, 


AN EX-CORONER INDICTED,

John C. Weckler was indicted by the Grand 
Jury to-day on a charge of malfeasance in 
office.

The Imperial Limited has managed to get 
through somehow every day, but the en- 
gineers are growing nervous and refuse to 
take out any trains on the Western sections 
unless they are preceded bya pilot engine. 
To-day the company had 145 men sworn in 
as special constables, and sent them to 
aaery to prevent trouble, as public opin- 
ion is said to be so strongly in favor of the 
strikers that the people refuse food to those 
who take their places, and they are sup- 
plied from the buffet cars.

Both organizations have agreed to co- 
operate to found an institution in the City 
of Washington, as a memorial to George 
Washington, which shall be maintained to 
promote the advanced study of the sciences 
and the liberal arts. It is assumed that the 
institution will be independent of Govern- 
ment support or control, as it will also be 
independent of the support or control of 
existing educational institutions. 

The report announces that the committee 
has adopted a resolution to the effect that 
the plan is approved for a non-Govern- 
mental institution known as the Washing- 
ton .Memorial Institution, to be maintained 
in Washington, for the purpose of pro- 
moting the study of science and the liberal 
arts and of exercising oversight of the ad- 
vanced studies of duly qualified students 
“= Governmental laboratories and collec- 

ons.

An Unusual Number of Honorary 
Degrees Conferred. 


Ambassador Von. Holleben the Recip- 
ient of Conspicuous Honors—Col. 
Roosevelt Speaks. % 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 26.—The Har- 
vVard commencement exercises to-day fol- 
lowed the usual programme. The Board of 
Overseers held its regular meeting, and the 
formal vote was taken, granting the hon- 
orary degrees. From 10 to 4 the polls were 
open at Massachusetts Hall for the election 
of Overseers. Five were elected to fill the 
places of those retiring to-day, and one 
was elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
the failure to elect one man last year. 

The following were declared elected: 
Charles Francis Adams, Augustus Hemen- 
way, Robert Grant, Charles S. Fairchild, 
Moses Williams, and Arthur Lincoln. 

The regular commencement exercises took 
place in Sanders Theatre at 10/o’clock. At 
a aguarter of the hour the President and 
Fellows of the university, with the Over- 
seers and the various Faculties, met the 
recipients’ of the honorary degrees, Gov. 
Crane and his staff, and other invited 
guests, with all the alumni. They then 


marched to the theatre, escorted by all the 
senivrs and other candidates for .degrees 
in their caps and gowns. 

The exercises themselves were not clab- 
orate. The commencement speakers were 
four in number. Lawrence Hayward of+ 
Marlborough, Mass., gave the Latin salu- 
tatory, ‘‘De Re Publica Amplificanda,” a 
discourse on expansion. Sanford Henry 
Kisner Freund, the most brilliant student 
in the class, spoke on ‘‘ My Lord Jeffreys 
Tries a Case.’’ Freund, who gets his degree 
in three years, Summa Cum Laude, is an 
Andover man and lives in New York.

Samuel Smith Drury of Bristol, R. L, 
had as his part an essay on “ Biology in 
Modern Poetry.’’

We had hoped to adopt into 
our tellowship the honored President of 
the United States. [Cheers and three times 
three.} Harvard has placed her laurel on 
many illustrious brows since the day she 
welcomed George Washington, but none 
upon brows more worthy than those of 
William McKinley. But even in our disap- 
pointment we have a compensation. The 
Chief Magistrate is also our foremost ex- 
ample of the family virtue and the love 
of the husband for the wife, which is the 
foundation upon which our whole social 
structure rests. 

“Two great universities are mourning 
vith the honored Secretary of State. The 
work of the Secretary of State is not done 
in a day; it is hidden in a great measure, 
and may not be fully known for many 
years. I venture to predict that when z 
the facts concerning the very difficult’s 
uation in the East, the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and the Nicaragua Canal 
derstood, it will be the judgment of the 
future that Mr. Hay has achieved one of 
oe masterpieces of our diplomatic his- 
ory.

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TRIAL OF PATERSON STRIKERS. 


Those Accused of Disobeying Injunction 
in Court on Charge of Contempt: 


PATERSON, N. J., June 26.—Vice Chan- 
cellor Pitney to-day opened a two days’ 
session of, chancery for the trial of the 
striking silk weavers from Frank & 
Dugan's mill for contempt of eourt, grow- 
ing out of the order obtained by the firm 
enjoining them from interfering in any 
way with its help or manner of conducting 
its business; and also prohibiting the pick- 
eting of the mills, ‘‘ serenades,’”’ and vari- 
ous Other methods to which strikers gen- 
erally resort to induce non-union workers 
te leave their work and join the strike. 

The Vice Chancellor, in opening cotrt, 
said the question to be determined was 
whether those persons who were enjoined 
had disobeyed that order. The Vice Chan- 
cellor ordered to be called the names of the 
persons alleged to be in contempt in order 


to learn if service of copies of the order 
had been made, Counsel for, the defense 
refused to admit proof of sefvice on five, 
and the Vice Chancellor ordered that serv- 
ice be made upon those five immediately. 
This being done, the work @f proving serv- 
ices by witnesses was begun, and took up 
the rest of the morning. 

While a witness was being examined, Mr. 
*iiandrin, the prosecutor, who was sitting 
at a long table at the end nearest the 
witness stand, arose and appealed to the 
court, saying that the counsel’on the other 
side was treating the witness impudently. 
The Vice Chancellor asked Mr. Handrin 
what the counsel had said. Mr. Handrin 
said that counsel had said to a witness, 
* Oh, you shut up.” 

The offender proved to be Mr. Hughes, 
‘who refusel, even when sworn, to answer 
the “Chancellor's questions, He was fined 
$10 for contempt of court, which he paid. 

Two witnesses, Mary B. Kinsey and May 
Parke, were then examined. They told how 
they hal been followed by the strikers, 
who hosted at them and jeered them, on 
their way to and from work.

POLICE AND STRIKERS FIGHT. 


Over Thirty Men Injured in Melee in 
Rochester Streets—Officers 
Shoot in the Air. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 26.—The antic- 
ipated trouble with the strikers came this 
morning. The marching men, numbering 
about 1,000, clashed with the police at Mill 
and Commercial Streets at 9:30 o'clock, and 
many heads were broken. A volley was 
fired over, the heads of the strikers when 
the policemen were assaulted’ with bricks, 
stones, shovels, and pieces of wood. The 
dispersing of the strikers then prevented 
serious bloodshed, for the next volley from 
the police would have been directly at the 
strikers. 
As it was, eleven policemen and twenty 
strikers were injured. The police say the 
shooting was precipitated by a shot from 
one of the strikers. As the column of 
marchers turned into Mill Street they en- 
countered fifty laborers employed by the 
Rochester Gas and Electric Company dig- 
ging a trench, and with a shout the strik- 
ers advanced on them and drove the work- 
men from the trench. The latter sought 
refuge in the powerhouse of the company 
and the police undertook to disperse the 

mob. Then the trouble came. 

The police reserves under command of 
Sergt. Stein were formed at once in a 
platoon of fifty across Commercial Street, 
and upon orders advanced upon the mob 
with drawn clubs. Immediately the air 
was filled with bricks, stones, and wood, 
and shovels and picks in the hands of the 
strikers were used freely. Suddenly a shot 
rang out, and then Sergt. Stein ordered the 
policemen to fire over the heads of the 
strikers. This had the desired effect. The 
strikers scattered and the police chased 
them through the streets to the City Hall 
Park, where they were held awaiting ac- 
tion by the Mayor. The Mayor later issued 
the following proclamation: ’ 

‘To the Public: Serious differences exist 
between laborers upon street improvements 
and buildings and their employers, which 
may result in disorder. Citizens and resi- 
dents of Rochester will take notice that the 
laws of the State of New York forbid any 
attempt, by the use of threats, force, or in- 
timidation, to prevent any person from 
working as he may choose; and forbid tres- 
passing upon private property; and forbid 
the gathering together of persons in the 
streets or other places with intent to carry 
out any purpose in such a manner as to 
disturb the public peace; and forbid all 
acts of violence or disorder or breaches of 
the peace. 

‘‘T admonish all persons against com- 
mitting acts which violate or tend to vio- 
late the law, and I warn them that the

More Broadway Strike Talk—Old Em- 
ployes Gay They Expect Fair Play. 


There was more strike talk among some 
of the employes of the Broadway line last 
night It was reported that a committee 
had been appointed to see President Vree- 
land of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company and demand that the old sched- 
ule of six trips a day, which was in opera- 
tion under the cable system,. be restored. 

While no/one could be found who would 
admit that he knew anything about this 
committee, it was learned that a modified 
schedule had been put into effect last Mon- 
day.as a concession to the men, who sent 


a petition to Superintendent Cahill asking 
that the number of trips be reduced. 

Under the schedule which went into effect 
on Monday the number of trips average 
six and a half instead of seven per~day. 
The men say that, while this is a reiief, it 
is not entirely satisfactory, and that they 
have to work at least twelve hours a day. 

Some of the older men said last night that 
the modification of the schedule was at 
least an indication that the company want- 
ed to conciliate the men. It was said that 
there was no present reason to believe that 
a strike would soon’ occur, though the men 
were not satisfied with the modified sched- 
ule, and that the strike talk was caused ly 
a few irresponsible men who by no means 
represented the majority. 7

WOMAN STRIKER SENTENCED. 


Afterward the Case Was Reopéned and 
She Was Released on Bond. 


PATERSON, N. J., June 26.—Mary Guss- 
no, twenty-two years old, a silk weaver 
striker at the Enterprise Mils, was arrest- 
ed and taken to the Recorder's court this 
morning, charged with annoying non-union 
employes in the mills. The courtroom was 
crowded with strikers, mostly women, when 
the Gussno girl was arraigned. 

After Recorder Senior had listened to the 
complaint against the striker. he sentenced 
her to twenty days in jail. When the Re- 
corder pronounced the sentence the strik- 
ers became boisterous and demanded that 
she be released, After the excitement had 
quieted down the Gussno woman's case was 
reopened and she was released on a bond 
to appear when wanted.

MATEWAN, West Va., June 26,—This

FOR NEW STREETS AND PARKS. 


Chief Engineer Risse’s Plan Considered 
‘at a Public Hearing. 


The plan of Chief Engineer Risse of the 
Board of Public Improvements for the lay- 
ing out of about fifty new streets, four new 
parks, and other public works in the 
Twelfth Ward of Manhattan, was consid- 
ered at a public hearing yesterday in the 
City Hall. It is estimated that all the work 
involved would cost the city about $30,000,- 
000. 4 

The plan involv the opening of new 
streets between O Hundred and Fifty- 


fifth Street and the city line, through many 
large sections which have heretofore been 
unimproved. Two plazas are situated on 
the west side, one at One Hundred and 
Sixty-ninth Street and the other at One 
Hundred and Eighty-first Street. In the 
plan there is also a bulkhead extension 
along the Harlem River and the Ship 
Canal somewhat similar to the Harlem 
Speedway. A iarge park is also planned at 
the northerly end of the Speedway near 
Fort George. 

After discussing the new map an hour it 
was decided to hold another public_hearing 
to have other taxpayers appear and pre- 
sent their views. early all of the repre- 
sentatives of taxpayers present .yesterday 
favored the plan. o date was set for the 
next hearing. 

Chief Engineer Risse said yesterday that 
the hearings were held through courtesy 
shown by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to the local board, and that the ac- 
tion of the local board presided over by 
President Coogan would have no bearing 
when the matter was brought before the 
Board of Public Improvements for approval 
or disapproval. 


THE MERCURY REACHED 90. 


It Was the Hottest Day of This Year— 
A Number of ~Prostrations. \ 


A temperature of 90 degrees in the shade 
was recorded at 11:45 A. M. yesterday by 
the United States Weather Bureau officials 
or. the roof of the American Surety Build- 
ing. This is the highest the thermometer 
there has reached this year, and beats all 
records of June 26 subsequent to that date 
in 1876 when 92 degrees was recorded. ‘The 
warm season of 1876 was not, however, a 
very torrid visitation, while July was a hot 
month. The temperature on July 2 was :4 
degrees and 99 degrees on July 9. Between 


July 2 and July 21 it ranged from 84 te 09 
degrees. 

At 8 A. M. yesterday the (thermometer in 
the local Weather Bureau camp registered 
74 degrees. It was 79 degrees at 9 A. M., 
St degrees at 10 o'clock, 87 degrees at 11; 
there was a jump to the maximum temper- 
ature, and at noon 89 degrees was reached. 
At 1 P. M. it was 86 degrees, and 87 degrees 
at 2 P. M. and 89 degrees at 3 P. M.. The 
numidity was 78 per cent. at 8 A. M., 52 per 
cent. at 10 o'clock, 48 at 11, 41 at noon, 42 
at 1 P. M., 438 at 2 o’clock, and 46 at 3. 

Just before the ga lege of 90 degrees 
was reached, the wind, which had been 
southwest, took a slant to the eastward, 
and was in the afternoon south to south- 
east. Fortunately for those who had to be 
abroad, there was a breeze stirring of a 
velocity of from eight to ten miles an hour. 

With the hottest weather of the year 
abeut, conditions were trying for those 
who had to be active, but few suffered in 
the business and financial districts. Wilted 
collars were the exception rather than the 
rule. but those who were wise sought the 
shady side of the street. Half of the men 
one met talked of outing plans for them- 
gelves or their families. Soda fountain 
counters were thronged from the opening 
of the business day far into the night. 

There were ten prostrations from the 
heat reported during the day. The suffer- 
ers were promptly attended at the different 
hospitals. 


HOT WEATHER AT PEEKSKILL. 


Some of the Militiamen Had to Drop 
Out—A Fight with a Conductor. 


STATE CAMP, PEEKSKILL, N. Y., June 
26.—The First Regiment made record time 
in getting into camp this morning. The 
command left Lake Mohegan at 7:15 A. M. 
and reached the State camp at 10:30. There 
were several halts, but only long enough 
in each case to let the men “ get their 
wind.”’ 

No one dropped out until the regiment 
started to ascend the last hill into the 
camp, and then thirty or forty men were 
forced to give up. They~straggled into 


camp a little later with the rear guard and 
are all right now. Gov. Odell visited the 
camp this afternoon and inspected the regi- 
ment. He said the work at the camp this 
year had been especially good.

Seven-Year-Old Witnesses Overawed by 
Court Splendor—Prisoner Released. 


To the stage fright of three of his seven- 
year-old schoolmates, who were awed 
speechless by the dignified surroundings of 
the Court of General Sessions and by the 
fierce-looking court officers, thirteen-year- 
old Samuel Brown perhaps owes his release 
from the clutches of the Gerry Society. 

Samuel lives at 112 Ridge Street. On 
May 1 last he was charged with stealing 
the pocketbook of his school teacher, Miss 
Elizabeth Hughes of 231 East Ninth Street. 
In the purse was and two checks 
amounting to $109.

WEST VIRGINIANS NEED NO “ 
AID FROM THE OUTSIDE. 


Gov. White Says Home People Can Re- 
lieve All Distress—No More 
than Fifty Dead. 


CHARLESTON, West Va., June 26,—Gov. 
White to-day issued the following state- 
ment to the public: ’ 

‘Advices’ received from personal repre- 
sentatives sent to Keystone and the flooded 
district in the Flat Top region are to the 
effect that the loss of life will not exceel 
fifty and that there is no distress which 


cannot be provided for by the home people, | 


and no need of outside help of any kind. 
“The offers of help from all over the 
country have been generous and are highly 


appreciated. If it should develop ‘that aid 
frem the. outside is needed, [ will take 
occasion to inform the people of West Vir- 
ginia of that fact. In any event, I feel sure 
that the citizens of this State will be will- 
ing and able to supply any aid that may be 
needed.” 


ROANOKE, Va., June 26.—The news from 
the flood-swept district in West Virginia 
shows no reason for increasing the esti- 
mates of either fatalities ér property losses. 
Fifty is the outside limit of lives lost. The 
reports from all over the section are to the 
effect at while many poor people have 
lost allfyet there is no danger of suffering 
for want of food. 

It is believed, and from the evidences of 
destruction on every hand the belief. is 
well founded, that the coal field will not 
be entirely restored for many months. The 
efforts of the large force of men at work 
now are directed toward re-establishment 
of communication. The property losses 
have not been. exaggerated, but it is not 
thought that outside aid will be needed, as 
the coal companies are taking care of those 
of their employes who were despoiled by 
the flood. 

The ating and constructioft_. force 
reached Vivian from the East to-day: The 
track between Davy and Vivian ig still 
im a very bad condition, but trains are 
running from Eckman to Viyian. One hun- 
dred and twenty-five carloads of coal were 
loaded yesterday and more to-day. The 
Vivian yard is not in as bad a condition 
as was first thought. At Keystone 12,000 
feet of the fifteen-foot embankment were 
washed away. The road now uses the cbal 
track on the other side. 

Several more coal operators began load- 
ing to-day. Many of the wrecked and dam- 
aged ears have been picked up. and are 
being sent to the shops here. It is’ now 
stated that the railroad line will not be 
opened until the first of next weekt but 
it is barely possible that it will be in 
such shape that light supply trains gan 
pass over before that time. 

Telegrams extending aid cofftinue to come 
in, but none are being accepted. 8 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—A Washingto® 
gentleman who returned to the city to-day 
after a personal inspection of conditions-in 
the flooded district of West Virginia ex- 
presses the opinion that the total fatalities 
will not exceed twenty, although several 
hundred houses were washed away. The 
region devastated, he said. was wholly a 
mining one, the houses destroyed were 
mostly miners’ shanties, and the mining 
proprietors are abundantly able and willing 
to see that their employes do not suffer 
for the necessaries of life. 


MORE HEAVY RAINS REPORTED. 


BLUEFIELD, West Va., June 26.—A rail- 
road operator has received word from Po- 
cahontas, twelve miles west, that there has 


been a cloudburst and that water is three 
feet deep in the railroad yard and is wash- 
ing property away. 


ROANOKE, Va., June 26.—Word was re- 
ceived here at a late hour to-night confirm- 
ing the report that there had been another 
heavy fall of rain in the West Virginia 
coal fields. The intelligence received here 
says another storm has occurred, and that 
Pocahontas is damaged more than last Sat- 
urday. All railroad repairs are threatened. 

COOPER, West Va., June 26.—Heavy 
rain to-night in the head of the Blkhorn 
has washed out much of the new work, and 
is likely to delay traffic to-morrow. The 
bridge on Mill Creek, west of Cooper, is 
washed out. 


HAS THE GOODS; CANT DELIVER. 


Jacob Uhil Is Puzzled to Know How to 
Keep Out of Jail. 


Jacob Uhll, a marole cutter of Flushing 
Avenue, Long Island City, is’ puzzled to 
know how to keep out of jail. He accepted 
money to do a piece of work, did the work, 
cannot deliver it, and so has been arrested 
for taking the money, pettit larceny being 
charged against him. ; 

Uhil, it appears, owed some debts. Judg- 
ments were taken against him. He failed to 


settle, and an order was obtained forbidding 
him to touch the marble in his yard, and 
practically barring him from the yard 
itself. Before this order was issued Uhll 
had accepted money to cut three head- 
stones. Two of them were finished, but not 
delivered, and the third was being cut when 
the order was served.

Paris is almost too gay just now. There is 
really a plethora of entertainments; and 
amusements are too numerous to mention. 
Soirees and balls are innumerab‘e, and, of 
course, the polo, tennis, matinees and ‘‘five- 
o’clocks’’ completely fill the afternoons, and 
Parisians are living for the moment at an ex- 
ceedingly rapid rate.

Cape Ballard is situated on the coast of 
Newfoundland, about sixty miles south of 
St. John’s. 

The Lusitania was built at Liverpool by 
Laird Brothers, in 1871. She is 379 feet 9 
inches long, has 41 feet 3 inches beam, and 
is feet 7 inches deep. She was com- 
manded by Capt. McNay, a well-known, ex- 
perienced, and greatly trusted Captain of 
the Elder Dempster line. His passenger 
equipment for this trip amounted to six 
cabin, 14 second-class, and 3544 steerage 
passengers. The passenger list cannot 
obtained, but the Elder Dempster people 
understand that all are safe. They have

-The Lusitania was bound around Cape 
Race. She mistook her course in a dense 
fog and went ashore near Renews, twenty 
miles north of Cape Race, before day 
break. The ship ran over a reef and 
hangs against a cliff. The passengers, 
who are mostly immigrants, were panic- 
stricken. They stampeded and fought for 
the boats, but were overcome by the offi- 
cers and crew, who secured control after 
great trouble and a _ prolonged struggle 
with the rougher elements among the pas- 
sengers, who used knives. The women and 
children were first landed, and the men fol- 
lowed. The crew stood by the ship. A 
heavy sea is running, but the Lusitania 
is holding her own. It was thought likely 
she would prove a total wreck. 

The disaster occurred miles 
nearest telegraph station, and the 
obtainable are meagre. 

The passengers had a terrible experience. 
The first knowledge which they had of 
the disaster was when, owing to the ship's 
Trasping over the rocks, they were all 
hurled from their beds by the shock. Many 
of them were bruised, and they all hur- 
ried on deck in their night clothes. A 
scene of great excitement ensued. Five 
hundred people were. clamoring to escape 
while the crew tried to pacify them and 
launch the boats. The male 
in their attempts to seize the 
trampled the women under foot, and, as 
already stated, fought the crew. with 
knives. Some of the more cool-headed 
passengers assisted the crew in their ef- 
forts to get out the boats. 

The women and children rescued were 
almost naked. Drenched with spray, they 
were pulled up the cliffs by the coast peo- 

le. Some of the boats were demolished 

n the surf while attempting to land, and 
their half-drowned occupants held on to 
rocks, shivering with cold, until rescued. 

This morning the unhappy passengers, 
after shivering for hours on the hill top, 
tramped over weary miles in their endeavor 
to reach the houses of the fishermen, which 
they eventually succeeded in doing, and 
where they are now sheltered. 

Continued fears are expressed that the 
Lusitania may prove a total loss, as a 
furious rainstorm and heavy sea raged all 
night. The last reports received here said 
the steamer was breaking up; that her 
foreholds were full of water, and that her 
cargo was being salvaged. 

There is hope of saving the effects of the 
passengers, as, where possible, they were 
stowed above decks. Six steamers are now 
on their way from Montreal to the scene 
of the wreck. It is expected that the res- 
cued passengers will be brought here 

All sorts® rumors are current along the 
coast as to the details of the wreck. The 
entire coast population is repairing to the 
scene in the hope of salvaging the Lusi- 
tania’s cargo. No direct statements from 
those who were on board as to what oc- 
curred on the wrecked steamer have yet 
reached St. John’s. The steamer Glencoe, 
bringing the Lusitania’s passengers, is due 
here to-night.

A FILIPINO TO BE HANGED. 


Police Sergeant Ordered Two of His 
Men to Kill an American. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The records of 
geveral court-martials of Filipinos have 


been received at the War Department from 


Manila. A native Sergeant of Police, Pablo 
Tabares, ordered two of his policemen to 
induce Private George O. Hill, Company H, 
Eighteenth Infantry, to enter the Sergeant's 
house in the Pueblo of Cabatuan. Once in, 
Tabares treated the American with lavish 
hospitality and pressed glasses of wine 
upon him until the soldier was intoxicated. 
The Sergeant then ordered the two police- 
men to take the unfortunate man outside 
the puebio and kill him. 

The wily Tabares promptly sent his two 
accomplices off to the insurgent ranks to 
get them out of American jurisdiction, while 
he remained discreetly silent. He was 
found guilty of murder and also of arson, 
having ‘caused about a hundred dwellings 
in Cabatuan to be burned, and was sen- 
tenced to be hanged.

WARNED AGAINST AMERICA. 


Dr. Alexander Von Peez Advises a Eu- 
ropean Tariff War on the 
United States. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—Consul Mahin 
of Reichenberg, Austria, has sent the State 
Department an article recently contributed 
to the Munich Allgemeine Zeitung by P. 
Alexander von Peez under the title “‘ The 
Struggle for Industrial Supremacy ’’: 

‘Not China, and not in the Transvaal 
war,’’ Dr. von Peez declares, ‘‘ but the race 
between the great industrial countries— 
England, Germany, and the United States— 
forms to coolly calculating politicians the 
foremost, weightiest, and most-enduring 
interest of the future. Slowly has Eng- 
land grown commercially, more rapidly has 
Germany risen after gaining political unity 


| and establishing the protective system, but 
} like a storm is the forward movement of 


’ 


ihe United States.’ 

After reviewing the progress of Eng- 
land and Germany in commerce and manu- 
factures, Dr. von Peez passes to the United 
States, “rising in the New World with 
sinister rapidjty.’’ He says: 

Its nationality has its roots in Germanic traits. 
It received, either from its Celtic mixture or as 
a characteristic of American soil, its qualities of 
unrest, assertiveness, and unexpectedness in ac- 
tion. The American has had the good luck, be- 
sides, to draw to himself from his two competi- 
tors a share of their own skill and of their own 
acquisitions through emigration from Germany 
and England. From the combination of all these 
qualities has resulted the undoubted superiority 
of a mighty land, stretching from ocean to 
ocean, full of coal and fron and treasures of the 
inhabited by a trained, numerous, and dar- 
ing people, spiritually and morally undistracted, 
and ardently devoted to their various pursuits. 

The three competing countries now suffer from 
obstacles which hinder their free movemeng. 
Germany has China, England the Transvaal, 
America the Philippines. From appearances, 
the United States will be the first to throw off 
its burden, After that country shall be free from 
the Philippine war, its industrial advance upon 
Europe will be fully manifested. 

Dr. Von. Peez then considers the various. 
commercial treaties and tariff systems of 
the European countries, specially noting 
their defects, and concludes that upon the 
termination of existing commercial treaties 
the relations of European nations to the 
United States should be carefully studied, 
with a view to reciprocity in tariff duties 
and other international dealings. The Unit- 
ed States displays a consciousness of vic- 
tory, he avers. It designs to bring agri- 
culture, as well as manufacturing, to the 
highest possible state of development. In 
marked contrast with Germany and Great 
Sritain, which are both great markets for 
the fdrm products of other lands, the Unit- 
ed States shuts out any possibility of that 
nature. Commercial treaties with that 
country have therefore, in this regard, 
value. What America can accomplish on 
agricultural lines has been’ sufficiently 
shown since 1880. The present shattered 
condition of European agriculture is main- 
ly her work. Now she contemplates war 
with other European industries, having al- 
ready sent out an advance guard of coal, 
iron, steel, and machinery. 

Equally strong in manufacturing and ag- 
riculture, and pushing her exports with 
great energy, the United States is now ab- 
sorbing Europe's money. The cash balance 
in her favor in fhe last three years amount- 
ed to $1,600,000,000. Through this that 
country can exercise a very important in- 
fluence on Europe's rate of interest. 

After enumerating a variety of manu- 
factured wares which our country is send- 
ing* to different parts of the world, Dr. Von 
Peez exclaims: 

And with all this, 


soil, 


the United States has not 
yet unbuckled one piece of the almost impene- 
trable armor in which she is incased, while de- 
manding open doors of others everywhere. Our 
opportunity comes. with the commercial treaties. 
What should first be done in defense is to follow 
the example, in regard tod tariffs and trade 


,; treaties, which the United States has set for us. 


At the European seashore (England is included 
herein) a tariff shguld be established counter to 
that of the Union,” while the European nations 
should arrange tariffs touching each other 
which would not materially differ from those 
now existing. But only the restoration of the 
tripartite imperialealliance would offer all those 
guaranties which are requisite in a matter of 
such great importance. It is probable that the 
yet powerful but much-threatened Great Britain 
would not remain far from such a union. 

What will the United States do? That is her 
affair. We only follow her example. Perhaps 
she will propose an understanding. But, what 
Says Ranke? ‘‘It is not in thé nature of predomi- 
nant forces to restrict themselves; boundaries 
must be established for them.’’ A people. so 
young, acute, and rich in future possibilities as 
the citizens of the Union will find boundaries to 
their aspirations only when they see that at- 
tempts at further conquest will be met with 
vigorous resistance, 


THE DUTY ON ITALIAN SUGAR. 


State Department Is Informed that Italy 
Pays No Export Bounty. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—An official 
statement from the Italian Government was 
communicated to the State Department to- 
day to the effect that Italy paid no ex- 
port duty on sugar. This action by the 
Italian authorities follows eight days from 
the issuance of Secretary Gage’s order sus- 
pending the liquidation of all sugar import- 
ed from or produced in Italy, on the ground 
that the Treasury had information leading 
to the belief that Italian sugar received a 
bounty. 

The action of the Italian Government was 
communicated by cable to the Italian Em- 
bassy here, and was made known to the 
Acting Secretary of State, Dr. Hill, by Mr. 
Carignani, the Italian Chargé d’ Affaires. 

Mr. Gage’s circular did not state positive- 
ly that Italy paid an export bounty, but 
said that it appeared highly probable that 
this was the case, and accordingly the 
liquidation of sugar accounts with Italy 
were suspended, pending further-investiga- 
tion. From the standpoint of the Italian 
authorities, the Treasury order doubtless 
was preliminary to one putting into effect 
the differentia! rates against Italian sugar, 
and in consequence the official declaration 
is now submitted to the State Department 
that Italy pays no bounty on her sugar. 

The action taken by Italy raises a ques- 
tion somewhat analagous to that now pend- 
ing with Russia, each concerning siprar and 
each referring to the alleged payment 
of a bounty. Russia has taken the posi- 
tion that she pays no bounty, and Italy 
now makes a formal declaration of the 
same kind. While this fs not necessarily 
a protest, it presents an issue of fact as 
to whether bounty is or is not paid. It 
is understood that within a week the Ital- 
jan Government will submit a full pres- 
entation of facts sustaining its declaration, 
the present announcement to the State De- 
partment being merely a brief officid? no- 
tification of Italy’s position without the 
data to uphold that position. 

The terms of the Treasury order are 
such that the discriminating duties now are 
being enforced against Italy, for, although 
the order recites that the matter is stiil 
under investigation, it concludes with the 
specific instruction that ‘the duties shall 
be estimated in amounts sufficient to cover 
additional duties equal to the above spec- 
ified duty.’’ These additional duties re- 
ferred to are 5.60 francs in one case and 
6.183 franes in the other case. The duties 
therefore are in effect without further or- 
der, although the terms of the order in- 
dicate that the permanency of the increased 
duties is subject to the fuller investigation 
to be made. 


CUBAN GENERAL COMING HERE. 
Maximo Gomez Wants to Have a Con- 
ference with Dr. Palma.

There has been considerable discussion in 
Cuba recently regarding the amount, and 
disposition of the bonds issued by the Rev- 
olutionary Government of Cuba.

Besides, the paper added, 
it is alleged that a sworn statement of the 
number issued and of the amount of money 
received was submitted to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign elations at the time 
of the Spanish war by Sefiors Palma and 
Guerra. It is just possible that Gen. Gomez 
is on his way here to confer with Dr. Palma 
on this subject.

THE POLICE IN THE PARKS. 


President Clausen Asks for an Under- 
standing Regarding Their Control. 


Police Commissioner Murphy yesterday 
sent to the Corporation Counsel the letter 
which he received from President Clausen 
of the Department of Parks some time ago, 
Suggesting that there ought to be an un- 
derstanding between the Commissioner of 
Parks and the Commissioner of Police con- 


cerning the control of the police force in 
the parks. 

Mr. Clausen in his letter to (‘ommissioner 
Murphy calls attention to the fact that 
the policeman usually stationed in the 
Kinderberg had been virtually withdrawn 
from that important post by having. his 
duties extended to other posts, which 
action the Park Commissioner said had 
resulted in giving over the Kinderberg, in- 
tended as an exclusive resort for women 
and children, to the absolute possession of 
boisterous and disorderly youths. Mr. 
Clausen’s letter concludes as follows: 

The spirit of the charter and the intention of 
the law-making power seem to support my sug- 
gestion that park police duty should be subject 
to some control in this department. I realize 
that it is unnecessary to quote from it for your 
information, but there seems to be some un- 
certainty in the matter among some members of 
the police force. Section 614 provides that ‘* each 
Commissioner shall have in immediate charge 
the control and disposition of such members of 
the police force of the City of New York, as con- 
stituted by the act, as may be assigned for duty 
in the parks, squares, or public places subject 
to his jurisdiction.,’ 

Corporation Counsel Whalen will be asked 
to decide the powers of the two Commis- 
sioners with regard to the police control 
in the parks. 

Deputy Commissioner Devery, when asked 
yesterday as to the outcome of the case of 
Policeman Meehan, who was fined thirty 
days’ pay last week for arresting a woman 
who had allowed her children to play on 
the lawn in one of the parks, said that the 
case was closed. Asked if he was going to 
take any action against the Sergeant who 
received the complaint, Mr. Devery said the 
Sergeant ought to have discharged the wo- 
man and reprimanded the policeman for 
making the arrest. He repeated that the 
case was closed so far as he was cone 
cerned, 


FOUR HURT BY. EXPLOSION. 


Store Wrecked the Building. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., June 26.—An ex- 
losion occurred here this afternoon in 
Reusswigge’s drug’ store on West Main 
Sireet, wrecking the building and injuring 
four persons. The explosion was caused 
by gasoline which was stored in the‘eellar, 
but what ignited it is not known. 

The injured are My. and Mrs. Hall, R.. L. 
Day, and John Abbott, a boy. 

The building was a two-story frame 
structure, and it was completely shattered 


by the force of the explosion. The building 
caught fire, and the Fames communicated 
with the house next door, occupied by S., 
BGaumbert, which was partly destroyed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hall, who are an old cou- 
ple, were badly burned and otherwise in- 
jured. Mr. Hall's upper lip was torn off 
and he was shockingly burned about the 
tace and body. 

R. L. Day and young Abbott were in the 
store when the explosion occurred. Day 
was a customer, and young Abbott worked 
in the store. Both were badly injured. Mr. 
Hall and Abbott were taken to the Somer- 
ville Hospital, and Mr. Day was sent to his 
home. Mrs. Hall was taken to the house 
of a neighbor. 


WILKESBARRE BREAKER BURNED. 


Forty Mules Perish in the Mines—Total 
Loss $100,000. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 26.—A 
large breaker at No. 2 Mine of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Company in the eastern 
part of the city was completely destroyed 
by Tire this afternoon, An alarm was sent 


into the mine when the fire was first dis- 
covered and all the men at work succeeded 
in making their escape through the opening 
at No. 3 Mine. 

Forty mules are still in the mine. There 
is no doubt they all have been suffocated. 

The loss will be fully $100,000. Seven 
hundred men and boys will be thrown out 
of work until‘the breaker is rebuilt.

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THE PHILIPPINE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Nothing, in its way, could be more ex- 
plicit and gratifying than the letter of 
Judge Tart to Mr. Fou.tkeE of Indianapo- 
lis, respecting the civil service in the 
Philippines. It appears to have been 
written to repel some injurious rumors 
that the places in the civil service were 
going by favor. It does that very suc- 
cessfully. It is as evidently candid as it 
is explicit. It sets forth that all the 
places in the Civil Government, except 
those of the Provincial Governors, have 
been and will be subjected to competitive 
that is to say, that some 
test of merit is to be applied, and that 
favor is not to count at all. 

Judge Tart’s letter is of particular im- 
portance as showing the depth of his 
own interest in the subject. As Governor 
General of the islands, it would be in his 
power to do much toward turning into 
farces any regulations he might desire to 
disregard.

But he shows that he par- 
takes the opinion of those Americans 
who have all along considered that the 
real test of our capacity to administer 
colonial possessions would come after 
the troops had been withdrawn, or put 
in subjection to the civil authorities. In 
the officers of the army we have a class 
of public servants who have already and 
for years been undergoing a searching 
competitive In putting 
them in charge of civic

“‘send forth the 
best we breed.” But there was a distinct 


vice of Mr. KIPLING to 
danger that, in filling the civil offices we 
should be in danger, ‘“ because of their 
importunity,” of sending forth the worst 
we bred. A man who has been a success 
at home is not apt to be looking for an 
office in the archipelago. A man who 
has been a failure at home is a much 
likelier applicant. If the appointment 
were to go by favor, he would have the 
“influence’”’ in his behalf of all those 
who had carried the burden of support- 
ing him, and who hoped, by shipping him 
to Manila at the public cost, to get rid 
of him once for all. A competitive ex- 


amination is the only 


effective barrier 
against him. And it is evident that Goy- 
ernor General Tart will not lower it to 
please anybody. Indeed, he would be a 
fool if he did. But it seems from his let- 
ter, as we should have expected, that his 
official superiors, the President and the 
Secretary of War, have warmly sympa- 
thized with his efforts to be rid alto- 
gether of the element of “ pull” In man- 
ning the new Government. 

The testing of merit is even more nec- 
essary in the Philippine civil service than 
in that at home, because the American 
applicants have no “neighborhood re- 
pute ” out there, and their reputation at 
home is liable to be falsified, in the man- 
ner and for the purpose we have sug- 
gested. As to the Filipinos who are to 
be admitte, ~ccording to the President’s 
premise, fo ‘‘ the largest possible partici- 
pation ” in tueir own Government, their 
examinatzon.s wiil doubtless consist 
largely ot an covertainment of what their 
standing among their neighbors really 
is. But, at any rate, we seem to have 
made it certain that the Government of 
the archipelago will be administered by 
the men who have shown the most prom- 
“ising indications of being able and fit to 
administer it. That is a great point 
gained, and a great danger escaped. 


OVERCERTIFICATION OF CHECKS. 


Since the establishment of the Stock 
Exchange Clearing House the practice of 
overcertifying bank checks has dwindled 
to about one-fourth of its former propor- 

‘tions. The clearance system in stock 
transactions operates precisely as it does 
in the business of the banks. A broker’s 
settlements are measured, not by the en- 
tire volume of the day’s buying and sell- 
ing, but by his debit or credit balance— 
that is, the difference between sales and 
purchases, 

It is still the custom of banks, how- 
ever, to certify checks for their deposit- 
ors to amounts exceeding the balance 
standing to their credit on the day of 
certification. The advantages of the 
practice are exhibited every day in the 
facilitation of business. Its risks and oc+ 
easional dangers are revealed by such in- 
cidents as the failure of one of the small- 

-er local banks on Tuesday to meet its 
obligations at the Clearing House at the 
usual] hour. 

Overcertification creates two classes of 
certified checks, one having behind them 
the money of the drawer actually on de- 
posit in the bank, the other based on the 
bank’s money, that is, on the depositor’s 
credit. As a proposition of, financial 
morals one certified check should be as 
good as any other certified check. The 


bolder should be able to get his money, 


In practice this is really the case except 
where the bank is weak and out of funds. 
The bank that had trouble in making its 
settlement on Tuesday had overcertified 
for large customers in excess of its im- 
mediate ability to make the checks good. 
If it had been a large bank with abun- 
dant funds, the matter would never have 
come to the knowledge of the public. - 

The incident teaches the plain lesson 
that small banks should not accept the 
accounts of large customers who may re- 
quire overcertifications in excess of the 
bank’s readily available resources. The 
banks that are accustomed to overcertify 
justify the practice by the argument 
that a denial of the privilege would con- 
stitute a serious obstruction to business. 
In the rush of Stock Exchange dealings 
there is no time for the broker to go per- 
sonally to his bank and arrange a loan. 
Certification of his checks to an amount 
usually agreed upon in advance saves 
many a valuable quarter of an hour, But 
careful bankers extend the privilege only 
to customers whose resources and repu- 
tation remove all doubt as to their abil- 
ity to “‘make good” before the hour of 
Clearing House settlement the next 
morning. The transaction is, in fact, a 
loan, and the standing of the applicant 
is scrutinized with all the care usual in 
the case of loan-making. In the some- 
what rare instances of failure to ‘‘ make 
good” with cash the bank pays the 
checks and takes the collateral of its 
customer; the transaction then becomes 
a loan in the usual form, 

It is plain that a prudently conducted 
bank would not overcertify where it 
would not loan. If a customer called for 
overcertification to the amount of sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars at a time 
when the bank’s lqaan account was ex- 
panded beyond the line of entire safety 
he would have to be denied. Whatever 
his standing and whatever assurances 
he might give, the bank ought not to ac- 
commodate him, because it is not in a po- 
sition to loan or ‘advance money on any- 
body’s credit. It is also plain that no 
small bank should extend the privilege. 
It is at best, and notwithstanding the ar- 
gument of the facilitation of business, a 
doubtful practice. It was formerly for- 
bidden by the National Bank act, though 
by no means suppressed. When trouble 
comes of it that fact affords proof that 
the privilege has been both unwisely ac- 
corded and unworthily abused. 


OUR LOCOMOTIVES ABROAD. 

We find in the London newspapers 
telegrams from France and Switzerland 
echoing the British complaints tele- 
graphed here of the inferiority of the 
American engines sold abroad. This 
looks almost like a cabal against our 
goods. What American builders would 
like is a bill of particulars. It is not in- 
structive to be told that goods are un- 
satisfactory, without particulars which 
would enable judgment whether the cus- 
tomer is rightly displeased in the pres- 
ent and can be better suited in the 
future. The nearest approach to this is 
supplied in an interview in The Mail 
with the Midland Railway officials, 2nd 
we quote Mr. SAMUEL JOHNSON, Superin- 


tendent of the company’s locomotive de- 
partment: 


In January of last year we commenced 
a six months’ comparative test, terminat- 
ing at the end of June, between these 
Americans and our standard Midland goods 
engines, built by Messrs. NEILSON, EID 
& Co. of Glasgow and Messrs. Kitson & Co. 
of Leeds. The two types were set to draw 
similar mineral trains under the same 
conditions, and a careful account was kept 
of the total mileage covered by each, the 
total coal consumed, and the charges for 
repairs which belonged to each engine. 
The result was conclusive, and is briefly 
as follows: 

Extra working cost of American engine 
over English engine: 

seeeesees -20-25 per cent, 
per cent.

It must be said for the forei engines 
that they worked their trains satisfactorily, 
but their inferiority on the three ints 
named is, on the above showing, incon- 
testable. I cannot name any other points 
in which they showed superiority. 


The last point seems the most serious, 
and we like the way in which The Rail- 
road Gazette meets it. The Gazette 
thinks the proper course is not to com- 
plain because complaints are made, but 


*to supply engines above complaint made 


in good faith. That is our own view. 
We even think it is the view of the 
builders of these engines. 

The rest of the indictment causes us 
no discomposure, because of the differ-, 
ence of standards in England and the 
United States. We mean no offense 
when we say that the British practice is 
so Liliputian that complaints of Amer- 
ican engines not being equal to English 
requirement provoke smiles rather than 
anger. We can say nothing about these 
specific locomotives, but respecting gen- 
eral practice experts may be cited whose 
authority will be admitted by English- 
men. The Bulletin of the International 
Railway Congress contains a paper by 
Mr. CHARLES Rous MARTEN, in which 
he speaks of what he'calls ‘ excellent 
performances” by English expresses. In 
speed they certainly are that, but the 
trains are only 200 tons weight, rather 
less than more. ‘‘ Modern Locomotives” 
has a list of American trains of equal 
speed in which the weight of the trains 
is double or triple the English practice, 
and the grades are worse. We should 
suppose engines running upon a daily 
schedule like that here would give sat- 
isfaction under less rigorous require- 
ments abroad. 

And in fact there is no complaint that 
the American locomotives are inferior as 
haulers. Their inferiority is confined by 
the allegation to the three points named, 
with the addition that they met the Eng- 
lish requirements as to working capac- 
ity. What does this mean? In The Rail- 
road Gazette we find a letter over the 
excellent signature W. M, AckwortTu, 
and under a London date, saying that 
some Wnglish railways are actually haul- 
ing 600 long tons net weight, and adding: 
“But trucks still run about the country 
by tens of thousands with loads of a few 
hundredweight apiece, and the normal 
goods train on a main line probably con- 
sists of pot mere than thirty, trucks 
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each with an average load of not more 
than one ton.” 

Now the current Scientific American 
has a photograph of what Mr. JoHNSON 
calls @ “mineral train.”” It consists of 
forty cars, each carrying fifty tons of 
ore, The excellence of the cars, not of 
the locomotive, is the point made in the 
text accompanying the photograph. We 
do not know what the American record 
freight train is, but we find in The Rail- 
road Gazette an account of a train in 
the regular freight service of the New 
York Central Railroad with a load be- 
hind the engine of elghty cars with gross 
weight exceeding 3,000 tons. 

If our English critics will ponder these 
facts they will see why nobody here will 
be disturbed by general complaints of in- 
feriority of our engines. It would really 
worry us to learn that they could not 
make time, up hill and around curves, 
with something like a load behind them. 
They are not built to save coal. If the 
English find them expensive in fuel when 
hauling 200-ton trains, or 600-ton trains, 
let them try them with one or two thou- 
sand tons behind them and report as to 


what they earn when worked s0, and 


how their earnings compare with the 
coal burned, The problem is, essentially, 
to discover how to burn coal profitably, 
not how to save it unprofitably. The 
English are still a little dazed at being 
undersold by goods produced by wages 
higher than their own. We are not sur- 
prised that they are chagrined to find 
that they bought only locomotives, and 
not the brains to make profitable use of 
them. To make the importation complete 
a few Superintendents and train crews 
should be added. What they know is the 
fruit of experience which has cost hun- 
dreds of millions. The era of receiver- 
ships has at last produced the ability to 
move passengers and freight more cheap- 
ly here than in any other country. There 
is no doubt about it, and it is equally 
certain that it is not done with inferior 
locomotives. That this is simple state- 
ment of fact, not of our opinion, appears 
from the following table:

THE TORTURES OF THE TUNNEL. 


If ‘the fine ladies and gentlemen of 
New York society should receive from 
the President and Directors of the New 
York Central Railroad an invitation to 
afternoon tea in the tunnel they would 
bristle with indignation at an unpardon- 
able social affront or shake with laughter 
at a highly original joke, according to 
their several temperaments. But nobody 
but a fool would voluntarily go to an aft- 
ernoon tea in the tunnel in an atmos- 
phere of carbon monoxide at a tempera- 
ture of 100 degrees in perpetual shade. 
the New York Central 
Rallroad takes thousands of persons into 
that awful hole every day all Summer 
long, not on invitation, but for pay. It 
is not compelled to invite anybody to 
tea. AS a common carrier it is compelled 
to carry passengers, and it insists on 
carrying them through that tunnel be- 
hind coal-burning locomotives that pof- 
son the air and raise it to infernal heats. 
Pallid men faintly swear and weak wo- 


men collapse, but they all pay. They are 
entitled to better treatment. 


Nevertheless, 


The moral and physical inconveniences 
of profanity and syncope would be avoid- 
ed if the road would cease to run its 
trains through the tunnel by steam loco- 
motives. There should be no combustion 
in that tunnel, It is an unnecessary, an- 
tiquated, barbaric way of hauling its 
passengers. There are and for years 
have been electric motors that would do 
the work, The Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion offered to the authorities of the 
Central Road the privilege of an ar- 
rangement that would have provided 
electric traction not only through the 
tunnel, but for a wide zone of the sub- 
urban traffic of the road. The Central 
people declined. It seems incredible. 
When the statement that they had de- 
clined was made to an officer of another 
railroad he bluntly refused to believe it. 
“Why,” said he, “my railroad would 
have taken in your rapid-transit system, 
lock, stock, and barrel. Refused a traf- 
fic arrangement with you that would 
have enormously increased their passen- 
ger traffic? Impossible!” 

What is the New York Central Rail- 
road doing? What are fits officers think- 
ing about? Will it sleep on while the 
Pennsylvania Railroad completely en- 
circles it with its new bridges and tun- 
nels and leased lines and alliances? Does 
it really insist that the Summer popula- 
tion of Westchester shall be driven to 
Long Island? 


MR. EVANS AND GEN. SICKLES. 


The statement of Commissioner Evans 
is, as to the merits of the case against 
him, at once conclusive and superfluous. 
Nobody doubts that he is an honest, effi- 
cient, and fair-minded Commissioner of 
Pensions, and that the attacks upon him 
are made precisely for that reason. Nei- 
ther he nor any one of his predecessors 
has ever erred upon the aide of resistance 
to just and lawful claims. Those Pension 
Commissioners who have got themselves 
disliked have done so by resisting fraud- 
ulent claims, which the claim agents are 
interested in promoting, and which, in 
most cases, they have instigated. They 
want a man of putty in the place. It 
would be the blackest blot upon the 
President’s record if he were to let them 
have their way. 

For the purpose of his own vindication, 
then, the Commissioner’s statement is 
superfluous, But for the purpose of mak- 
ing trouble for Gen. Sickups it is highly 
pertinent. Mr. Evans shows that that 
veteran, who has now discovered that he 
is unfit for his place, held and expressed 
the contrary of that opinion after a per- 
sonal investigation of the work of the 
Pension Office. At present it seems to 


be “up to” Gen. BickLys to show, if he

iat as 


can, what discoveries he made about the 
conduct of the office which led him te a 
conclusion opposite to that which he an- 
nounced after examination. 


Gen. SickLEs himself has been under- 
stood to say that he opposes the Com- 
missioner in part because the Commis- 
sioner has called the veterans “ thieves” 
and “mendicants.” Of course it is out 
of the question that Mr. Evans ever ap- 
plied such terms to the veterans as a 
body. But he may very properly and ac- 
curately have characterized in that way 
some individuals who had tried to get 
money out of his bureau to which they 
were not entitled. It is even possible that 
he may have found himself unable to re- 
sist the temptation to speak harshly of 
the G. A. R. itself. But that can have 
been only in so far as it has made itself 
the organ of the fraudulent pensioners. 
In that case, the designation is not the 
fault of the Commissioner, but of the or- 
ganization itself. Col. WARING, Who was 
himself a gallant soldier of the civil war, 
found himself unable to prevent himself 
from describing the G. A. R. as “a lot of 
pension bummers.” If the G. A. R. does 
not like these characterizations, let it re- 
move the grounds for them. Let it make 
itself impossible to be regarded as the 
organ and accomplice of every “sol- 
dierer”’ and coward and bounfy jumper 
who, for any time during the war dis- 
graced the Union uniform, and who now 
insists upon making out a bill for the 
country’s debt of gratitude to him and 
trying to collect it by lobbying with Con- 
gressmen and bullying Pension Commis- 
sioners. After the Revolutionary War 
there was founded an “ Order of the Cin- 
cinnati,’”’ which at the time created won- 
der and consternation. Nobody is now 
afraid of it, and the only wonder about it 
is how Asa BIRD GARDINER got jnto it. 
But, if the G. A. R. continues to repre- 
sent the greedy and unscrupulous beg- 
gars for pensions, it may come to be 
known as the Order of the Belisarii.

——‘* What,” asks the editor of The Lanark 
(1ll.) Gazette, “* has become of the box elder 
bugs?’’ Rarely has an editorial! mind been 
confronted with a more interesting ques- 
tion than that one, for we are prepared to 
admit his assumption that there are box 
elder: bugs, though every detail of their 
appearance and disposition has beeh con- 
cealed from us in the past, and even now 
the Lanark man does not describe the ob- 
jects of his anxiety. What he does say 
about them, after making his touching in- 
quiry, is this: 

From the way the insects came out of every 
erack and crevice during the first warm days of 
Spting, we supy-osed that by this time we should 
be literally overrun by them, but instead they 
seem to have disappeared aimost completely. 
When did they go, and where? 


. A ribald person on the staff of The Chi- 
cago Herald prints this box elder bug essay 
under the heading of ‘‘ Ye Editor Sobers 
Up "—a truly outrageous intimation. Devo- 
tion to flatural history and the attentive 
study of zoological phenomenon may be 
evidence of delirium, alcoholic or other, 
for the Chicago journalist, but New York 
ard Lanark know better. Box elder bugs 
may come and box elder bugs may g0, but 
they do not prove anything in either case 
except in regard to themselves. 


—Recognizing the new importance which 
mosquitoes have recently assumed in the 
eyes of scientists and sanitarians, and that 
the general public is fast coming to recog- 
nize the fact that these insects, formerly 
regarded as mere excuses for displays of 
more or less irritable humor, are now 
viewed as dangerous enemies, the Division 
of Entomology of the Department of Agri- 
culture has issued a monograph which will 
be of much assistance in the campaign 
now beginning against the little creatures 
in many places. The use of screens over 
windows and béds is advised as the. best 
means of protection against mosquitoes 
and the diseases of which they are the 
eartiers, but more energetic measures, 
tending toward the extermination of the 
tribe, at least in restricted areas, 
earnestly recommended. The burning of 
cones, made of moistened pyrethrum pow- 
der, gives great relief from the attacks of 
mosquitoes in a room, but it does not kill 
the insects, and is only a palliative. Mos- 
quitoes found on the ceiling of a bedroom 
may be killed easily and quickly, it is said, 
by placing under them a shallow tin vessel 
nailed to the end of @ stick and moistened 
on the inside with kerosene. But the most 
satisfactory means of fighting mosquitoes 
{s to destroy their larvae or abolish their 
breeding places by draining ponds and 
marshes, by stocking pools with fish, and by 
the use of kerosene on the surface of the 
water. Approximately, an ounce of the oil to 
every fifteen square feet of surface is suffi- 
cient, and generally the application need 
be made only once a month. The depart- 
mental scientist doubts, however, that this 
treatment can be effectually applied to 
salt marshes of large extent. He notes, 
however, that there need be no hesitation 
in covering with oil the surface of water 
used for drinking, so long as the supply is 
drawn from the bottom of the tank or 
pond, and a considerable amount of water 
is always left behind. The only way to 
free a district of mosquitoes is by con-

certed action by everybody living init. For 
one man to attack the insects on his own 
land does little good, if his neighbors per- 


mit the supply to be kept up. 


——What the friends of Mr. THOMAS G. 
BAKKER expect to accomplish by taking an 
appeal from his recent conviction of assault 
with intent to kill, it is hard to see. The 
arguments that were wainly used on the 
hard-headed Jersey jurymen could not be 
presented to a board of Judges, or, if they 
were, certainly would not be considered 
for a moment. The conduct of the trial was 
obviously fair, and the Judge was far from 
severe with the ‘prisoner's counsel. He did 
not let them do all they desired to do, but 
they could hardly have been surprised at 
that. If they were surprised at anything 
it must have been at the patience with 
which their references to a law not only 
unwritten, but non-existent, were heard, 
and at the length to which they were per- 
mitted to carry their crooked logic and dis- 
tortions of ethics. Their one chance lay in 
awakening emotion, and they. failed, Be- 
fore a higher court their work would be 
vastly more difficult. Mr. BARKER chose 
to decide his own case and to execute 
what he thought ought to be the law. Hav- 
ing carried hls purpose into effect, the 
least he can do is to submit to the legal 
penalties for conduct such as his. 


AT NORTH BROTHER ISLAND. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has just been directed to a 
letter printed in your issue of 16th inst. 
anent alleged conditions at North Brother 
Island. Having myself been a_ patient 
there in the very recent past, perhaps you 
may permit me to say a few words in 
refutation of the statements contained in 
“J. E.'s” letter. This I feel called upon 
to do in the interest of common justice. 

Space and time will hardly permit me 
to take each of “J. E.’s” statements in 
detail, but I may say that my own expe- 
rience and observation is to the effect that 


no such condition of uncleanliness as he 
describes exists. I found the beds, linen, 
wards, etc., clean and well kept. And, in- 
deed, could find no fault with anything. 
He says the nurses ‘‘contrive to make 
themselves as disagreeable as possible.” 
This, I think, is hardly fair to men whom 
I found invarlably courteous and patient 
under what you will readily believe to be 
very trying circumstances, and as to the 
charge that whisky is given to convales- 
cents, J must ‘say that nothing of the kind 
came ‘under my observation. Whisky is 
given to the sick by order of the phy- 
sicians, and the administering of the same 
appears on the record of the treatment of 
the case. 

As to the further charge that they (the 
nurses) ‘‘insist’’ upon patients spendin 
their money on the ‘vile liquid” an 
drinking it with them, the same is absurd 
and beyond belief. It is surprising that a 
man who has been cared for through a 
most unpleasant and, in some cases, fatal 
illness, should have, on his recovery, noth- 
ing but adverse criticism for his late at- 
tendants and surroundings. 

In conclusion, let me suggest that any 
reasonable complaint will be listened to, 
and the matter complained of rectified if 
possible, by the physician in charge, than 
whom a more affable gentleman it would 
be hard to find. 

Your correspondent’s musings by the 
beach would appear to be more largely 
tinged with melancholy than is usually the 
case with the convalescent. ,

In view of the wild inaccuracy of the 
press reports of the aceident to our sister, 
Miss Susan B. Spring, may we ask you in 
justice both to her friends and her at- 
tendant, to state the facts of the case. 

Our sister, preceded by her attendant, 
was passing from her car to the one in 
front where meals were served, when they 
were stopped at the door by the dining car 
conductor with the statement that their 
table would be free in about five minutes. 
The attendant made some answering re- 
mark, and on turning found the vestibule 
door open, and our sister missing. Her 
strong impression was, and is, that the 
door was open when they went through, 
and that the swing of the car around the 
sharp curve threw our sister from the 
platform. At the rate of speed the train 
was going anything in the nature of a leap 
must have resulted in great mutilation and 
injury to the lower limbs, whereas our 
sister’s injuries are so comparatively 
slight that they can only be accounted for 
by the unconscious manner in which she 
was thrown, and, though she is sick nigh 
to death from troubles of long standing, 
her physical injuries from the fall are 
only such as she would have recovered 
from in a few days. 

Having been at the scene of the accident, 
and having made a point of watching the 
‘fliers’? of the Lackawana Road as 
they go by, we are able to state from per- 
sonal observation that the vestibule doors 
are not always kept closed, (as they 
should be,) and that the swing of the 
train around a sharp curve would produce 
the accident described unless one was 
guarding against it. 

We appreciate the courtesy shown us by 
the officials of the road, but cannot but 
notice that the report of the accident as 
sent to the press seems not to have been 
based on the facts, but carefully framed 
to free the railroad from all suspicion of 
carelessness, PRESTON B. SPRING.

GEN. SICKLES ANSWERS 
COMMISSIONER EYANS 


Again Declares that Latter’s Re- 
appointment Is Inexpedient. 


Reaffirms Statement Regarding Repub- 
lican National Committee’s Pledge— 


More Letters Given Out. 


Gen. Daniel E. Sickles yesterday reaf- 
firmed his statement that he has the writ- 
ten pledge of the Republican National Com, 
mittee that Pension Commissioner H. Clly 
Evans would not be reappointed. The 
pledge he showed to a reporter for THE 
New York TIMgEs. 

Further, he declared that he had the 
personal pledge of President McKinley, 
made after the late election, that Mr. Evans 
would not be retained. He said the Presi- 
dent gave him the name of the probable 
successor, but the name he will not dis- 
close. The person referred top however, he 
said, is eminently qualified for the place 
and his appointment would be satisfactory 
to the veterans: 

“‘T have no candidate for the position,” 
said Gen. Sickles yesterday, ‘‘but I am 
tenacious of my good name. I was author- 
ized to make certain pledges to old soldiers 
and I made them in good faith. They were 
accepted without reserve. I want those 
pledges made good, or that the persons 
making them to me shall accept responsi- 
bility for their failure to fulfill them. I do 
not propose to be classed as a political 
fraud. 

“When I went to Dayton, Ohio, last Fall 
I found 3,500 soldiers determined not to vote 
for President McKinley or Mr. Neven, the 


Republican candidate for Congress in that 
district. It was all on account of Mr. 
Evans. I labored with them, they changed 
their minds, and Mr. Neven carried the dis- 
trict by a small majority. I have his writ- 
ten acknowledgment that his election was 
due to me. Other close districts were car- 
ried in the same way in Indiana, Kansas, 
Nebraska, and Illinois. 

‘*T believe the President is willing to su- 
persede Mr. Evans, but has been deterred 
through the influence of E. A. Hitchcock, 
the Secretary of the Interior, who has 
sought several interviews with me in the 
interest of Mr. Evans.” 

Gen. Sickles then gave THe Times report- 
er a copy of the following statement: 

“June 26, 1901. 

“Commissioner Evans has said a good 
deal in this morning’s papers, but he has not 
answered what I said yesterday. The ques- 
tion now is, whether the reappointment of 
Commissioner Evans is expedient. The 
Commissioner produces two letters from 
me written two years ago, when the ques- 
tion was, should he be removed from of- 
fice. I said ‘‘ No,’’ that would be unjust, 
let him serve his term out; to remove him 
might be considered a reflection upon his 
conduct in office, which did not seem to be 
warranted. 

‘My impression was that he was endedv- 
oring to dischapge his duties faithfully. 
Subsequently, in the Autumn of '99, I was 
appointed by the National Encampment; at 
Philadelphia, one of the Pension Commit- 
tee, with instructions to investigate the ac- 
tion of the Pension Office. I have been a 
member of that committee now for two 
years, and it has been my duty to inform 
myself on the subject. I have reached the 
conclusion, in common with my colleagues 
of the committee, that the reappointment 
of Commissioner Evans would not be expe- 
dient. The veterans of the country—90 out 
of every 100 of them, at_least, including 
soldiers’ widows—are convinced that Com- 
missioner Evans is unjust to. them. 

‘Commissioner Evans indeavors to make 
it appear that the objections to his reap- 
pointment come from pension agents only, 
and he has succeeded in making the news- 
papers believe this story. This is a grave 
mistake. Commissioner Evans has, unfortu- 
nately, so administered the duties of his 
office as to create a general impression 
among those who have occasion to transact 
business with it that he is not fair; that he 
is too technical in the construction of the 
statutes; that he is unreasonable and over- 
fastidious in his demands for testimony; 
that he treats every applicant for a pension 
with suspicion; that he affords no facilities 
to soldiers or to soldiers’ widows to over- 
come technical requirements; that he main- 
tains a large corps of spies, who go about 
the country to see if they can’t find excuses 
to reduce allowances to pensioners or to 
stop them altogether, and that the espion- 
age exercised over the widows of veterans 
is most offensive and unwarranted. 

‘For these and other reasons the people 
whose names are inscribed on the pension 
rolls—and there are nearly a million of 
them—remonstrate against the reappoint- 
ment of Commissioner Evans. I have no 
personal controversy with the Commisstion- 
er. Our relations have always been agreea- 
ble. I have endeavored to do him justice, 
but I regard his reappointment as inexpe- 
dient. These were my views last Autumn, 
when I was asked to visit Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Kansas, and Nebraska, where it 
was believed the soldiers’ vote would be de- 
cisive. I had become fully informed as to 
the sentiments of veteran soldiers in regard 
to the Commissioner. I was convinced that 
all appeals to them would be in vain unless 
they could be assured that Commissioner 
Evans would not be reappointed. 

‘“*I so stated to the National Committee, 
in reply to their request to take the stump, 
asking from the committee assurances that 
Commissioner Evans would not be reap- 
pointed. Such assurances were given me. I 
repeated them in proper quarters in Octo- 
ber last, with excellent results. The men 
to whom I repeated these ‘assurances of the 
National Committee now call upon me to 
make them good. It is my duty to do so. 
Beyond this I have no interest in the mat- 
ter. Iam not recommending any candidate 
for the office of Commissioner of Pensions. 
I have laid all these facts before the Presi- 
dent. I am now making them public, and, 
so far as I am concerned, the subject is 
dismissed. 

“The following letters from Commissioner 
Evans, written in 1899, prove that he was 
then under the same illusion from which 
he now suffers, to wit, that t opposition 
to him is confined to pension agents. Let 
him attend an encampment of the Grand 
Army, in any State in the Union, and he 
will then be able to learn the sentiments of 
the soldiers themselves toward him.” 

The letters to which Gen Sickles refers in 
his statement are these:

May 29, 1899. 
Gen. Daniel Sickles, 23 Fifth Avenue, New York: 

My Dear General: I have your letter of the 
27th inst. I thank you very much, indeed, for 
the kindly expressions, In all the clamor you 
do na@ see anything that I have done that was 
inconsistent with the law. They make no 
charges, but it all orlginates from a syndicate 
of pension attorneys here whom [ cannot _con- 
sistently allow to run the bureau while I am 
in it. They have been in the habit in the past 
of either running the bureau or ruining the 
Commissioner. . They may do the latter with 
me, but still I have my conscience to deal with 
in the future. 

I hand you a copy of a letter I wrote to a 
prominent Congressman on the situation, in 
which I think you will find some good points.

The “ War ..in China” at Manhattan 
Beach, in Pain’s Open Air Theatre, has 
been drawing large audiences since the 
opening night. There are three or four 
effective situations in the spectacle. A 
new programme of aerial pyrotechnics will 
be offered the coming Saturday night. 


SEEN ON THE ROOFS. 
What Amuses People Who Seek Enter 
tainment in the Upper Air. 


There is nothing more curious than the 
temper of a roof garden audience. Its first 
attitude is one of unyielding coldness. It 
dues not. applaud at all in the early hours 
ot the evening and when at length it does 
thaw out it seems to do so with a reluct- 
ance that almost amounts to pain. And 
the wildest enthusiasm of such an audience 
never reaches the pitch of one that sits in- 
doors. There seems to be something de- 
pressing to exuberance In the cool air of 
the upper regions, or perhaps there is 
something in the relaxed nerves of Sum- 
mer which is inimical to outward display. 
Up on the roof of the New York in the 
Cherry Blossom resort it seems that what 
most forcibly moves the populace to exhi- 
bitions of great joy is noise, noise of the 
most blatant and obstreperous sort. Yet 


quiet entertainment of an artistic kind is 
not without recognition. 

There are three curious Frenchmen who 
appear among the Cherry Blossoms. They 
call themselves the Dumonts, and the pro- 
grammes say that they have been the 
musical sensation of Europe. Well, Europe 
has so many musical sensations that this is 
probably true. But these Dumonts are 
substantial rivals to the uproarious noise- 
makers of the New York roof. They ap- 
pear in makeups which remind one of the 
Bohemians in ‘‘ La Bohéme.”’ This is espe- 
cially the case with the tallest and stoutest 
of the three, who plays the violin and 
sings’ in a weak tenor voice. He wears 4 
long, weary, black frock coat, a retired 
silk hat, a@ flowing necktie, and a sad, far- 
away expression in his dark eyes. No. 2 
plays the guitar, and he is apparently an 
aged man, once a low comedian in a thea- 
tre, disappointed in his love for the sou- 
brette, and consoled materially and color- 
fully as to his nose by long application to 
that absinthe which makes the heart grow 
fonder. He weeps as he plays the guitar 
and his features work with emotion and al- 
cohol. No. 3 plays the mandolin and sings 
with a second bass voice. He has a rubi- 
cund physiognomy and an expression which 
tells us that he regards all his hard luck 
as a good joke on himself. 

These three Frenchmen are real artists. 
They play their instruments well, the vio- 
linist in particular. He plays so well that 
at first thought it seems amazing that he 
can find nothing better to do than to em- 
broider “ Killarney” for an aerial variety 
audience, But the world is so full of fid- 
diers! And they are so badly paid. Yes, 
this ‘‘ Paganini redivivus,”’ as one of his 
eenfréres calis him, is undoubtedly better 
off tip’on the roof than down on the side- 
walk. The audience likes the performance 
of these three men, and you may hear men 
of unmusical English judicially confiding 
to one another that they are “ all right.” 

+.* 

But appreciation of the finesse of the 
Dumonts does not rob the roof auditor of 
his joy in noise. There is a colored man 
named Ernest Hogan, who sings ‘‘ coon” 
songs in a boisterous fashion. He roars, 


he yells, he causes the affrighted atmos- 
phere to tremble with more vibrations than 
a buzz saw. He opens his mouth, and from 
its cavernous recesses issues a voice of 
which the steam fog siren at Block Island 
would be envious unto death. The words 
of the sengs of this eminent dispenser of 
tone are filled with information. For ex- 
arm:ple, he tells us that he likes cerned beef 
and ham, and that chicken stew is fine, 
but the provender which takes query their 
shine is ‘‘ lamb, lamb, lamb.”’ It is pleasant 
to think that somewhere in the world there 
is a man who can become emotionally up- 
lifted at the thought of lamb,;:even though 
it be cold and boiled, for he does not speci- 
fy that it must be roasted or in the shape 
of chops with green peas. He just howls 
for lamb. And if any little lamb were to 
hear him it would lie right down and die 
then and there. But the audience rejoices 
and is exceeding glad, and asks for more 
till the stage manager rings down the drop 
on the vociferous ‘* coon.” 

Of the less vociferous “acts,” yet not 
rising to the gentle art of the work of the 
Durronts, the most pleasing to the crowd 
is that of the ‘‘ mysterious” Thereses. 
One of these men appears at first alone 
and does a sleight-of-hand trick, very 
badly, indeed, but it is only a pretext for 
the next feature of the entertainment. He 
asks for some one from the audience to go 
upon the stage. A man wearing eyeglasses 
and a tight-fitting coat and smoking a 
cigar answers the request. This man is 
put through the outward process of hyp- 
notization. Presently it dawns upon the 
audience that this is the other member of 
the team, for no sooner is he apparent! 
hypnotized than he proceeds with his part- 
ner: to go through one of the most ex- 
traordinary ‘*‘ two-high’’ acts ever seen. A 
‘“*two-high”’ act is one in which acrobatics 
are performed by two persons, one stand- 
ing on the other’s shoulders or other part 
of his body. The manner in which the 
lower member of this team rolls over and 
over, turns himself upside down, and re- 
covers his original position without in the 
least incommoding the one who stands 
upon him all the time is really wonderful. 


THE FRANCHISE TAX LAW. 


Hearing Begins with Case of the Con- 
solidated Telegraph and Elec- 
trical Subway. 


The hearing in the fight of the corpora- 
tions against the franchise tax law recently 
enacted was continued yesterday before 
Robert Earl, ex-Chief Justice of the Court 
of Appeals, sitting as referee. Further 
hearing in the matter of the Metropolitan 
Railroad system, which it was agreed 
should be the first presented to the referee, 
was adjourned until Tuesday next, when 


the hearing will be held in Albany within 
easy reach of the Commissioner's office and 
the records and reports filed with the Rail- 
road Commission. 

Yesterday’s hearing began with the case 
of the Consolidated Telegraph and Electri- 
cal Subway Company. Henry T. Hemmens 
of Beardsley & Hemmens appeared for the 
subway company, ex-Senator Hill as gen- 
eral counsel for the corporations, and Frank 
H. Platt for the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany, reached the courtroom in the Mutual 
Life Bullding together. They were followed 
by W. H. Page, Jr., and Charles F. Brown 
of the Metropolitan Company. Attorney 
General Davies, with his deputies, Coman 
and Fiero, were awaiting them. 

The first witness called was William J. 
Sefton, Secretary and General Superintend- 
ent, who said that he had held his place 
since the beginning of the active life of the 
company in 1886, and was familiar with all 
its concerns. He gave the original capital 
stock of the company as $3,000,000, and 
gave details of expenditures for patents, 
construction, &c. he company, he said, 
owns 142 miles of subway, only half of 
which is earning anything. The witness 
showed the cost of construction and recon- 
struction of the subway in New. York and 
the assessments put on the property by the 
local Board of Assessors. The State Board 
of Tax Commissioners has assessed the 
property at $5,000,000. The witness said that 
the balance sheet of the company for 1900. 
would show a deficiency of $47,000. 

Edwin R. Quinby, engineer of construc- 
tion to the company, supported the conten- 
tion of the company that the work, which 
cost more than $2,000,000, could be done to- 
day for $890,000. 

The afternoon session was taken up with 
the case of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company. The local] board’s assessment _on 
this company’s property is $75,000. The 
value of the franchise of the company as 
assessed for taxation by the State Board is 
$8,091,333. 

John W. Lieb, Jr,, formerly General Man- 
ager and Third Vice President of the com- 
pany. said that up to June 30, 1599, $2,240,- 
894 had been expended for construction ma- 
terial and that the same plant could be ine 
augurated now for $1,250,000.

Only About $25,000 Withdrawn by 
Depositors. 


It Is Said $150,000 Was Advanced to 
Henry Marquand & Co, to 
Tide Them Over. 


The Seventh National Bank, which was 
fn difficulty with the Clearing House on 
Tuesday, opened for business as usual yes- 
terday and was subjected to but a slight 
run, only about $25,000 being withdrawn 
by depositors through apprehension. It was 
soon announced that the bank had met its 
morning obligations at the Clearing House. 

The bank had a debit balance of about 
$224,000, which is said to have been met 
with the assistance of Edwin Gould. 

Edward R. Thomas, the new President, 
who succeeded Mr. Kimball, was at the 
bank with Mr. Gould early in the morning. 
Mr. Gould’s interest was due to his con- 
nection with the Bowling Green Trust Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Kimball, who was at his desk, said 
that. the morning mail had brought the 
bank many offers of assistance, which 


would not be accepted for the reason that 
they were not needed. He will remain in 
the bank's Directorate. 

The Stock Exchange firm of Henry Mar- 
quand & Co., which was concerned in the 
Seventh’s difficulty, lost some accounts 
yesterday morning, and during the day 
Were reported to be heavy buyers in the 
stock market vesterday, the buying being 
attributed to the covering of short inter- 
ests in large part. 

Just before 3 o'clock, Frank B. Poor of 
the firm went to the Seventh with what 
appeared to be a large package of securi- 
ties. It is said that the father of the senior 
member of the firm advanced $150,000 to 
tide over the firm. 

Mr. Poor said shortly afterward that the 
firm had stood the strain of the day and 
had come out of it in good shape. He de- 
clined to talk about the report that his 
firm had acted as stock brokers for the 
Heath interests. which bought the bank 
two years ago. 

Concerning the current criticism of the 
bank for permitting overdrafts~ by Mar- 
quand & Co., or any other depositor, an 
official of the Seventh said: 

“Tt is the veriest nonsense to blame this 
bank for a practice that obtains in every 
banking institution of any size in this city. 
It may not be strictly regular to overcer- 
tify a customer's accounts, but everybody 
knows that with Stock Exchange firms it 
is often necessary. I venture to say that 
every institution in the -financial district 
is more or less given to this practice.”’ 

Mr. Kimball said that there was enough 
money in the vaults to pay dollar for dol- 
lar tc every depositor and still leave money 
in the safes. 

“Any apprehension we may 
he added, * proved groundless, and the 
payments to-day have been very little in 
excess of those of any ordinary banking 
day.” 

All during the forenoon, small depositors 
dropped into the bank and withdrew small 
accounts. Among others there was a col- 
ored man. He presented his check at the 
ema ere teller’s office and in return was 

anded four little rolls, which looked as if 
they might be dimes or quarters bundled 
together. As he carried his little hoard 
away from the window there was a very 
full-sized smile on his features. 

“I got it, boss,”’ he said, when asked if 
he had withdrawn his account. 

It was reported in banking circles that 
Clearing House influences may lead _ to 
some changes in the Seventh’s Directorate. 

Shortly after noon President Thomas vis- 
ited William Nelson Cromwell, the cor- 

oration lawyer, who later made the fol- 
owing statement in the presence of Mr. 
Thomas: 

“The people of the Seventh National 
Bank stated that the bank had met all of 
its obligations in the due course of busi- 
ness, and is conducting its business as 
usual, and that there has been no run on 
the bank and no undue pressure. Indeed, 
the manifestations of confidence on the 
Part of its depositors was most gratifying.’’

THE LEIPZIGER BANK FAILURE. 


Liabilities 92,000,000 Marks; Nominal 


Assets 159,000,000 Marks. 
BERLIN, June 26.—The meeting to-day 
of the creditors of the Leipziger Bank was 
attended by representatives of the Reichs- 
bank and other leading banks. It trans- 
pired at the meeting that it was impossible 


to arrange a moratorium. The balance sheet 
of the Leipziger Bank shows that the gross 
liabilities are 92,000,000 marks, while its 
assets are 159,000,000 marks. If all the as- 
sets are realized, 67,000,000 marks will re- 
main for the.shareholders of the bank. 
Much depends on the losses which may re- 
sult through realizing on the Leipziger 
Bank’s interest in the Cassel Treber-Trovk- 
nung Company, which amounts to 80,000,000 
marks. . 

It is believed that altogether 650,000,000 
marks’ worth of Cassel Treber-Trocknung 
Company shares are held here. The shares 
of this company, which last Monday were 
still quoted on the Berlin Boerse at 170, 
have to-day been offered at 20, While’ the 
Cassel Treber-Trocknung Company has not 
yet formally been declared insolvent, it ts 

elieved in the best-informed financiai 
circles here that the company will he 
forced, in a day or two, so to declare itself. 

From a reliable source it is learned that 
the banks of Berlin have been but very 
slightly affected by the failure of the Leip- 
ziger Bank. 

he belief continues that a number of 
Saxon banks will lose heavily by the fail- 
ure. The Saxon Bank holds 16,000,000 
marks’ worth of Leipziger Bank drafts. 
The Leipzig Mortgage Bank is also simi- 
larly involved in the failure of the Leip- 
ziger Bank, although the former is un- 
doubtedly solvent, 

The Berlin Boersé to-day was calm and 
bank stocks rose generally. Shares of the 
Deutsche Bank gained 3%, those of the Dis- 
conto Gesellschaft while Dresdener 
Bank shares rose 14.

UNIONS AND THE MILITIA. 


A Protest Against the Sheet Metal As- 
sociation’s, New Regulation. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The fact that I am a constant reader of 
THE Times should be sufficient evidence 
of sanity “and intelligence on the part of 
the writer, and yet I frequently have to 
apply other tests which seldom fail to prove 
the opposite. I am a sheet metal worker 
employed in New York City. I learned 
the ‘‘ four R’s"’ at school, and my trade at 
one of the best shops in New York. I am 
well known in the business, and, up to a 
certain time, have had constant employ- 
ment at the highest wages. 

I was at liberty to sell my labor to the 
highest bidder, could quit work if the place 
did not suit, or remain if it did. I tried 
to lead a Christian life, attended church, 


avoided the saloon, promiscuous dancing 
and excursions where brawls and fighting 
were likely to be in order, and hoped the 
time would come when I should have saved 
sufficient money to enable me to start in 
business for myself. 

A few years ago the change came. I 
am ‘“protected’’ now by an “ associa- 
tion’’ which decides for me when, where, 
and for what wages I shallswork. The 
ideal presented by the organizers was 
splendid, and no one favored or worked 
for the union more than your humble serv- 
ant; shorter hours of labor had become 
a necessity, and could only be secured by 
united effort on the part of the workers. 
But a little good was succeeded by a 
greater evil; the association became cor- 
rupt and many of its members became dis- 
gusted; prapeots understood by politicians 
prevailed; freedom of speech in the busi- 
ness meetings was curtailed by yells and 
abusive epithets if used in opposition to 
the intentions of the ring; ‘‘ missing links ”’ 
who could not make a piece of stovepipe 
tu scale controlled the destiny of their 
superiors, and we, those who had no pull, 
literally became slaves. 

Wages are so high that bosses employ 
and discharge men as the jobs come ir or 
are finished. Men earn a little more by the 
day and lose a great deal more by the year, 
and the amount of capital required in the 
business is so great that we are doomed to 
perpetual servitude as a result. 

Conscientious scruples have no considera- 
tion except to excite ridicule, and I am com- 
pelled to pay for tickets to balls and picnics 
1 never attend and of which no financial 
account is given, so far as I can learn. 

I am compelled to belong to this order if I 
would earn my wages Tn New York or 
vicinity. An attempt to compel the mem- 
bership to turn out and march under the 
red flag of Anarchy a short time ago did 
not succeed, but on Monday evening last, 
by a majority of six, the amendment to the 
constitution (inclosed) was passed, and now 
we are deprived of the right to protect our 
homes and to every patriotic impulse, and 
at the same time to “ provide things hon- 
est”’ for our families. 

il comply with your requirements as to 
name and address, but please do not pub- 
lish it. The fellow who favors such a prop- 
esition under such a pretext, who fears to 
face his country’s foe in fair and open 
fight, might be mean enough to stab me 
in the back. As,I am reduced to the con-

A JEWISH EXHIBITION. 


Movement Started to Have One in New 
York During the Coming Winter. 


It has been determined by a number of 
prominent persons interested in the subject 
to have in this city during the Winter of 
1901 and 1902 an American Jewish Histo- 
rical Exhibition similar in some depart- 
ments to the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhi- 
bition held in London in 1887. When the 
American Jewish Historical Society held its 
last meeting in Philadelphia a committee 
Was appointed with full powers to plan 
for this exhibition. 

The committee in whose list of members 
are many prominent persons réported that 
such an exhibition would do credit to the 
Jews of America and convince the Ameri- 
can people that its Jewish citizens have 
played an important part in its develop- 
ment and history. Upon this report it was 
agreed that such an exhibition should be 
held. An Executive Committee was imme- 
diately appointed as follows:

Dry Cyrus Adler of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution of Washington has been elected

Among the things to be shown are histor- 
ical records of the Jews in America, includ- 
ing such things as Columbus's earliest ree- 
ords of his discovery written to Jews in 
Spain; Inquisition records, Washington's 
letters to Jews, portraits and pictures of 
well-known American Jews, and the his- 
tories of Jewish institutions in America. 
There will also be included a collection of 
all books written by the Jews of America 
ov pertaining to American Judaism. An in- 
ternational exhibit of things pertaining to 
ecclesiastical art and to Jewish antiquities 
is to be a feature. 

Not only will antiquity be represented, 
but whatever it-is thought will be interest- 
ing will be utilized. While objects having 
to do with American history will be the 
largest part of the exhibition, it has been 
determined to give Jews from Russia and 
Germany proper space. It has been thought 
best not to give the exhibition as an Amer- 
ican Jewish Historical Society function, 
but to invite all other important Jewish so- 
cieties to participate. Among those asked 
to aid are: 

The Jewish Publication Society, the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations, the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
the Orthodox Jewish Congregational Union, 
the Hebrew Union College, the Jewish 
Theoiogical Seminary, the various Jewish 
fraternities, the Chautauqua Society, the 
Council of Jewish Women, the National 
Conference of Jewish Charities, and the 
Federation of American Zionists. 

A general committee for the direction of 
the exhibition will be selected from commit- 
tees appointed by these organizations. The 
main Executive Committee and minor com- 
mittees of detail have already been chosen. 
As those in charge desire to be in com- 
munication with those who will exhibit as 
soon as possible, an office will be secured 
shortly. Meanwhile all communications are 
to be sent to the Secretary, Max J. Kohler, 
115 East Seventy-first Street. 


DEAL IN BROOKLYN ROADS. 


The Brooklyn Union Elevated Leased to 
the Brooklyn Heights Company 
for 999 Years. 


ALBANY, June 26.—A lease of the Brook- 
lyn Union Elevated Railroad Company to 
the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company of 
Brooklyn was filed to-day with the Secre- 
tary of State. The lease is of the date July 
1, 1901, and expires June 30, 2900. The 
lessor conveys to the lessee all its property 
and franchises, the lessee agreeing to pay 
the interest on the bonded indebtedness of 
the lessor and to co-operate with the lessor 
in the payment of the principal of such 
indebtedness, and further agreeing to pay 
$3,000 per year to contribute the corporate 
existence of the lessor company. 

The lessee agrees to pay as part of the 
rental on or before each Sept. 30, after June 
20, 1902, until Sept. 30, 2900, all the net 
earnings received from the operation of the 
property after deducting from such net 
earnings all amounts otherwise agreed to 


be paid by the lessee to the lessor. The 
lessee agrees, however, that the net earn- 
ings thus to be paid to the lessor shal]! not 
be less for each of the fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1902, 1908, and 1904, than $150,0v0, 
or less for each of the fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1905_and 1906, than $200,000, and 
for each year thereafter not less than 
6250,000.

President Miles M. O’Brien announced at 
the meeting of the Board of Education last 
night that at his request Hubbard R. Yet- 
man, Superintendent of Schogls for the 
Rorough of Richmond, had resigned the 
Chairmanship of the Richmond delegation 
to the conference of Tammany bodies which 
are planning the approaching campaign, and 
which recently met in the Democratic 
Club. 

“In asking this of Mr. Yetman,” said 
President O’Brien, “I went on the prin- 
ciple that while it is the duty of every 
American citizen to be identified with some 
party, no public official connected with the 
schools should be an active partisan. I ex- 
plained this to Mr. Yetman and even went 
so far as to ask him to show me a copy of 
his resignation. He was very kind, and 
complied with everything. Of course I did 
not even intimate that he should retire 
from membership in the organization. That 
is in line with his duties of citizenship. All 
that I objected to was his active participa- 
tion in the workings of the Organization 
Committee,” 

On recommendation of the Committee on 
Buildings the board adopted resolutions 


which will result in the action by the com- 
mittee Chairman to investigate the school 
chair supply. The resolutions stated that 
in the price list submitted to the committee 
on June 12 by the Secretary of the State 
Board of Classification an increase of 50 
cents a desk had been made. This makes 
an increase in the price paid by the com- 
mittee over the price at which the desks 
can be bought in the open market of 80 
cents. It is further stated that these desks 
are manufactured by prison labor, and 
that nearly the entire output from at 
branch of the industry is consumed in New 
York. Therefore the resolution states that 
since the advance can affect no other city 
but New York, the action of the State 
Board of Classification is unjust. The 
Chairman is authorized to take such action 
as he sees fit ‘“‘to obtain justice for the 
public schools.” 

The teachers of Brooklyn have been re- 
ceiving their salaries in ten Installments a 


year, whereas thase of other boroughs are’ 


paid as nearly as possible by the months. 
According to resolutions submitted last 
night by the Cormmittee on Bylaws, this ar- 
rangement has resulted in some teachers in 
Brooklyn receiving a trifle more or less 
per annum than do teachers of the same 
rank and grade in other Boroughs. It was 
further cited that Chapter 251 of the laws 
of 1000 provides that teachers of the same 
rank and grade shall receive the same sal- 
aries in all boroughs. 

Resolutions were adopted providing for a 
change from the ten-installment system to 
monthly payments in Brooklyn, and that 
all salaries of teachers M gan prior to 
May 3, 1900, be calculated on the monthly 
payment basis, and the difference since 
May “=, 1900, be either refunded or deducted 
as the case may be. The difference is fur 
the most part trifling.

The Lombardia was launched on April 
24, at Sestri Ponente, and is of the follow- 
ing principal dimensions: Tonnage, 3,320 
net, 5,200 gross; length, 420 feet; breadth, 
46 feet, with a speed of 15% knots. Her en- 
gines driving a single screw are capable of 
developing 4,000 horse-power. The saloon

SAVING NOTED LANDMARKS. 


Work of the Scenic and Historic Preser- 
vation Society Reviewed. 

The sixth annual report of the American 
Scenic and Historic Preservation Society, 
submitted to the Legislature, has just been 
issued. The report shows a large amount 
of work during the year in preserving 


American landmarks and gcenery and the 
perpetuation of names, as well as the cul- 
tivation of public sentiment by meetings, 
publications, and correspondence. 

The saving of the Palisades, largely 
through its influences, the identification of 
the site of Fort Lee, the acquisition of the 
historic Jumel Mansion by the city, the 
efforts to-save Fraunces’s Tavern, the Foe 
cottage and Hamilton Grange, the preven- 
tion of the destruction of the Boulevard 
trees, the landscape treatment of Centra! 
Park, the prevention of the mutilation of 
the ancient Manor Hall in Yonkers, the 
improvement of the Stony Point battle- 
field, the marking of an Indian fort in the 
Catskills, the beautification of the grounds 
around the old Salem Church, the necessity 
of preserving the rutns of Ticonderoga and 
Crown Point, the effort to secure the crea- 
tion of a State reservation embracing Wat- 
kins Glen, the threatened depletion of 
Niagara Falls, the perpetuation of old 
names and the bestowal of appropriate new 
ones are some of the topics touched upon. 

The report states-that in order to meet 
the increased demands on the society the 
last Legislature increased the charter pow- 
ers, enabling it to hold property in any 
State. This soctety, while holding a quasi- 
official relation to the State from which it 
holds its charter, receives from it no finan- 
cial aid for carrying on its general work, 
and is dependent upon its dues and the 
voluntary contributions of citizens for the 
maintenance of its operations. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Rev. Washington Adams Nichols.

CHICAGO, IIL, June 26.—The Rev. Wash- 
ington Adams Nichols, D. D., one of the 
oldest Congregational ministers in the 


United States, and until his death the old- 
est living graduate of Amherst College, is 
dead. April 4, 1808, the Rev. Mr. Nichols 
was born at Buckland, Mass. In 1834 he 
was graduated from Amherst College, and 
three or four years later from Andover. 
After preaching at Brookfield, Mass., sev- 
eral years he conducted a family school. 
In 1854 he came to Chicago, and for a time 
was pastor of the First Congregational 
Church.

He 
was a graduate of Harvard and of Har- 
vard Law School. He was a civil war vet- 
eran. He was chosen Treasurer of Har- 
vard in 1876. On his retirement in 1898 he 
received the degree of LL.

Richard M. Lush, well known in Repub- 
lican circles, died late on Tuesday night of 
heart disease at his home, 224 South Stuy- 
vesant uare. He was born in Port 
Chester. or many years he was Mayor's 
Marshal in this city, being first appointed 
by Mayor Opdyke and reappointed by his 
successors.

Odds-On Favorites in Two Exceed- 
ingly Close Finishes. 


NONES WON IN CLEVER STYLE 


Monroe Doctrine Beat the Two Best- 
Backed Horses for the Bay 
Hurdle Handicap. 


The people who make a practice of back- 
ng favorites at odds on had-a most un- 
easy day at the Sheepshead Bay race track 
yesterday. Favorites of the “ sure-thing”’ 
variety cropped up in two races, and in 
both were backed down to prices that were 
only a fraction of the opening figures, and 
while both won, according to the official 
decision, each got home in the tightest sort 
of a squeeze, inches separating the con- 
tenders at the winning post, and the re- 
sults causing an amount of excitement that 
Was equal to that attending the running of 
a Suburban or Futurity. * Pittsburg 
Phil’s’’ Chilton, in the Spring Stakes, was 
the first of these, he starting at 3 to 1 on, 
and after making all the running, having 
all he could do to get to the winning post 
a bare nose before the added starter, Gay 
Boy, from the Mackay stable. 

About the best betting event of the day 
was the last race, one mile and a furlong 
pn the turf, with six runners, with Andron- 
lcus and Nones the best backed and nearly 
equal favorites at post time. Tyrshena led 
off and raced in front to the middle of the 
back stretch,, where Nones went on from 
back in the ¢rowd, and after once showing 
in front held on there to the end, winning 
in clever style in spite of the handicap of 
having acted as the pacemaker, two 
lengths before the Galway horse, Bomb- 
shell. For the hurdle handicap, one of the 
smali stake events that closed just before 
the meeting opened, David C. Johnson, the 
once-noted plunger, who in the forenoon 
bought Watercolor and other horses at the 
Littlefield sale, made a determined play 
with the jumper, Matt Simpson, bought by 
Johnson from W. C. Daly for $3,000 in the 
morning, and a great part of the public 
following the lead set by Johnson, Matt 
Simpson, ridden by Finnigan, was made a 
good favorite at post time over Cephalalgia, 
who opened first choice. In the race ‘Ceph- 
alalgia and Matt Simpson seemed to have it 
between them to the last turn on the sec- 
ond round of the track, where Monroe Doc- 
trine went up to them and, aided by the 
weak finishes of the riders on the two best 
backed horges, drew out after the last 
jump had been made and won comfortably 
by a length and a half,

Cornell Crew Men Firm in Their Objec- 
tion to Francis Rowing in 
the Regatta.

POUGHKEEPSIE, June 26.—That the dif- 
ficulty in regard to the entrance of John 
M. Francis of Cornell in the single sculls 
race has been so settled as to debar Fran- 
cis from rowing is the general inference 
here to-night from the official announce- 
ment of to-day’s conference on the matter. 
The committee representing Cornell's Ath- 
letic Council consisted of C. H. Blood, 
District Attorney of Tompkins County, a 
university Trustee; W.T. Durrand, Chair- 
man of the Rowing Committee, and E. B. 
Alexander of last year’s football team. 
Chairman Durrand announced to-night that 
Cornell's crews would surely row. 

It is a certainty the oarsmen did not 
back down from their original attitude of 
opposition to Francis. The Council there- 
fore is thought to have yielded to their 
wishes. The conference started at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, and lasted till nearly 7. 
The committee urged many reasons for 
permitting Francis to row, but it is said 


none of them had any effect. The oars- 
nfen cordiaily dislike Francis for employ- 
ing James Ten Eyck to personally coach 
him, and for his refusal to row in the 
crew at 6 as he @ last year. Some re- 
sult was finally reached, by which the 
Cornell crews will row in the race. In 
view of the oarsmen’s attitude heretofore 
those who have followed the situation be- 
lieve that the crew consented to row only 
on the express condition that Francis does 
not, represent Cornell. It is known that 
at one time so stubborn was each side that 
it was not tmprobable that the oarsmen 
would stop rowing and go home. The com- 
mittee would say no word to-night. except 
that the crews would row. They would 
tell absolutely nothing about Francis. 
Cornell's oarsmen would not start practice 
this afternoon till after 7 o'clock. About 
that time they had a meeting in the boat- 
house to hear the result of the conference. 
They came out looking happy, a fact which 
would indicate’ the undoing of Francis. 
They put off in their shells, and the ’Var- 
sity beat the freshmen in a mile and a half 
brush by two lengths. The times for the 
two eights were respectively 6:55 and 7:08. 
Cornell says that she would hate to see 
Columbia row the four-mile race in 19:07, 
but if 19:06 will beat her, Cornell will do it. 
The temperature on the river reached 107 
degrees this morning, and in consequence 
there was little going on in rowing. ' 
Hanlan did not let, the heat keep his crews 
from rowing. The freshmen eight took a 
short spin and the ‘Varsity rowed three 
miles, practicing starts which Hanlan said 
wete good, but not fast enough. The sun 
stopped the practice and the crews went 
in, well wilted, with losses in weights aver- 
aging about 3% pounds. Only the Columbia 
freshmen went on the water to-night, their 
first time trial alone taking place, with the 
result that they made the fastest time of 
any freshmen crew on the river this season, 
doing the two miles in 9:35. The first mile 
was rowed at a stroke of 32 to 34, covered 
in 4:45. The pace was raised to 36 and 37 
in the final spurt. The heat tired out the 
men, and they were well exhausted.

THE COAL TRUST HUB. 


Mr. E. B. Thomas, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Erie Railroad, 
was yesterday elected Chairman of the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad’s Board of Di- 
rectors—and there is in this event more 
significance than on the surface appears. 
In important Wall Street circles it is even 
regarded as the first positive step toward 
that actual concentration of control in 
the anthracite coal producing and car- 
rying trades which has for a long time 
past been anticipated. In the same cir- 
cles it is confidently predicted that the 
Erie Railroad is to be the hub of the so 
much foreshadowed “coal trust,” and 
the new tangible relationship with Le- 
high Valley may soon be followed by 
similar connections with the Reading- 
Jersey Central combination, and Dela- 
ware and Hudson—giving to the Erie 
property a consequence not hitherto 
known. 

Nothing more than the expected hap- 
pened when the earnings of the Erie 
Railroad Company broke down owing to 
the strike in the anthracite mining dis- 
tricts during the latter part of last year. 
The Erie has not been the most impor- 
tant of the mining and carrying compa- 
nies, though it has had much greater 
open interests in the industry since the 
lease of the Pennsylvania Coal Company 
was effected last March. It got a severe 
setback from the strike, reporting rather 
sharp declines in both gross and net 
earnings. Now attention is called to the 
splendid recovery the road has been able 
to make by the publication of the returns 
for the late month, these showing note- 
worthy improvement in the totals both 
of receipts and profits, (15 and 20 per 
cent. respectively,) and indicating that 
expansion has been sufficient to place 
the company’s gross earnings $588,916 
and its net earnings $405,676 higher than 
a year ago for the eleven months ending 
with May. Pointing this progress i8 the 
following monthly record of earning 
changes from July 1 last:

Sinee the turn of the tide in Decem- 
ber, in no month has the company been 
compelled to report a decrease in either 
class of earnings. This is noteworthy, 
for in almost every case the comparison 
is made with a period in which expan- 
sion had been marked—indicating the 
prevalence this year of increasingly fa- 
vorable business and traffic conditions.

In the past six months, therefore—De- 
cember to May—gains have aggregated 
$1,610,474 in gross earnings and $892,- 
395 in net. It is idle to speculate upon 
what would have been the result had not 
the. strike interfered with Erie’s traffic 
and cut into its revenues; but it is an in- 
teresting subject for conjecture as to 
what will come out of the future, now 
that it is seen how largely the road is 
benefiting from active trade and bettered 
industrial conditions, and from the im- 
provement in anthracite coal prices. May 
was the first of the months to reflect the 
scheduled rise of 10 cents per ton, and it 
is easy to imagine that estimates will 
cover all sorts of possible advantages to 
accrue from flourishing conditions in the 
coal trade with further advances in 
price. That the company is earning more 
than the full amount necessary to pay 
dividends on its first preferred stock will 
be readily conceded, seeing that the sur- 
plus of $1,663,000 for 1900 was almost 
enough for this purpose. Very few such 
exhibits as that for the late month will 
be required to show earnings in excess of 
dividends for the second preferred stock,

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


tn addition to the disturbing and depress- 
ing effect of the Seventh National Bank 
difficulty the stock market yesterday was 
unsettled by a number of further unfavora- 
ble developments growing. directly out of 
the Seventh National affair. One of these, 
founded little upon fact and much upon 
rumor, suggested the forced suspension of’ 
a Stock Exchange house on the bear side 
of the market. Another, and this by far 
the more potent factor, was a sudden flurry 
in call money rates to 8 per cent., followed 
by very indefinite reports to the effect that 
before the present week is out there will 
be some considerable calling of loans in 
preparation for the July disbursements and 
a consequent sharp advance in money rates. 
Not unnaturally, under the circumstances, 
the Street, not having fully recovered from 
the shock of the day previous, these devel- 
opments resulted in not a little liquidation 
on the part of nervous holders, while there 
was further evidence of much short sell< 
ing, the short account now being more ex- 
tended than at any time since the panic. 
Hence it was that for the greater’ part of 
the day prices declined, though in the last 
half hour of trading improvement showed 
under the stimulus of investment buying, 
which, though not large, was nevertheless 


sufficient to show that there was little 
available stock on the market at the cur- 
rent level of prices. 

Generally, it may be said that the extreme 
weakness of the market was reached by 
noon, betterment showing from that time 
on. In the early trading there was more or 
less anxiety as to the probable day’s devele 
opments in the Seventh National's affairs 
some hints being heard of a contemplate 

run" on the bank. At the same time, as 
has been stated, disquietude developed be- 
cause of the rumors that a Stock Exchange 
house was so embarrassed that it might 
forced to suspend. Very shortly it was dis- 
closed that both suggestions were unwar- 
ranted, all Clearing House balances being 
Settled and all Stock Exchange Clearing 
House sheets going through satisfactorily.

assured their customers that there need be 
no fear of any money stringency—that the 
flurry in call rates was due merely to some 
ealling of loans from lenders whose col- 
lateral was not regarded as altogether of 
the best, as well as becauSe of some partic~- 
ular reasons growing out of the bank sit- 
uation. What was more to the point—and 
this THe Times has from a half dozen or 
more leading Stock Exchange houses—was 
that. while call rates in the open market 
were at 8 per cent., regular customers of 
prominent banks were having their loans 
renewed at 414 per cent. 

Apart from the developments already ree 
ferred to the general news of the day was 
favorable. There was, for instance, an- 
nouncement that Panhandle common stock 
had been placed on a dividend basis, this 
being but further of the many evidences of 
the prosperity of the railroads of the coun- 
try. This prosperity was borne out also by 
the presentation of another batch of ex- 
eellent railway earnings, all showing in- 
creases for the third week of June, as fol- 
lows: Louisville and Nashville, $68,650; 
Norfolk and Western, $18,350; Southern 
Railway, $21,070; Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois, $5,500, and —‘oledo, St. Louis and 
Western, $10,340. Coming nearer home, 
there was the announcement that the Di- 
rectors of Brooklyn Rapid Transit had de- 
clared a dividend of 2 per cent. on Brook- 
lyn Union Blevated preferred, 1 per cent. on 
Brooklyn, Queens County and Suburban 
stock; and 1 per cent. on Sea Beach stock, 
the first dividends ever paid on these 
sharés. It was also announced that the 
Brooklyn Heights Directors ‘had poet a 
resolution guaranteeing the principal and 
interest on the Brooklyn Union Elevated 
first mortgage bonds and the Kings County 
Elevated 4 per cent. bonds. There was, also, 
talk of some important developments immi- 
nent in the anthracite trade; while reports 
in respect to some particular trades, nota- 
bly sugar, were altogether encouraging. 

Coming to the stocks themselves, the 
strongest issue on the list was Metropolitan, 
which, selling ex dividend of 1% per cent. 
advanced 2 points on dealings in 11,006 
shares. While nothing definite in the mat- 
ter can be learned, some people in Wall 
Street are firmly convinced that Metropoli- 
tan has obtained or is about to obtain con- 
trol of Manhattan. Another strong stock 
was St. Louis and Southwestern preferred 
which rose 2 points on the familiar talk of 
buying. for control. Erie shares advanced 
in the afternoon on buying credited to Mor- 
gan interests; Sugar rose on the reports of 
a very active demand for refined sugars 
and the advances in Big Four and N ckel 
Plate were on reports that the Vanderbilt 
plan.of development of all the Vanderbilt 
properties was progressing satisfactorily.

ANTHRACITE DEVELOPMENTS. 


According to a report in Wall Street yes< 
terday there are to be some important de- 
velopments in the general anthracite situa- 
tion in a very short time—probably during 
the week that Mr. Morgan returns to this 
country. In addition to a further advance 


of 10 cents a ton in the price of coal, there 
is to be, so the story runs, a readjustment 
of the capital stock of a number of the 
coal roads. Erie second preferred stock 
is slated for retirement, while in some 
manner there are to be changes in Lehigh 
Valley and Jersey Central of advantage to 
the other coal roads. 


STEEL DIVIDEND TALK. 


Wall Street engaged yesterday in more or 
less discussion as to the question of divi- 
dends on the stocks of the United States 
Steel Corporation—a matter that lately has 
engaged much attention in the financial 
district. The fact that it was stated that 
the Hudson Trust Company, transfer agent 


of the Steel Corporation, had mailed “ divi+ 
dend order forms” to both common and 
preferred stockholders of the trust led to 
a report that a dividend on Steel common 
stock was therefore assured, there being 
no doubt as to the preferred stock dividend. 
This report may or may not be true, but 
as yet there is no official warrant for it. 
The mailing of these forms, it is pointed 
out, is merely a routine matter to assure 
that the transfer agent will have a com- 
plete mailing list of the Steel Trust's 
stockholders, and has no dividend signifi- 
cance whatever. 

However, the entire matter is likely to 
be settled to-day, when the Finance Com- 
mittee of the trust meets, presumably to 
pass upon the subj¢et. 


IRON AND STEEL SITUATION. 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
steel trades, The Iron Age will to-day say: 


So far as the foundry iron trade is concerned 
the markets have been rather quiet, and are still 
balancing. Cincinnati, which is the chief dis- 
tributing point for Southern iron, is rather weak.

In the fullowing list “‘ mtg ’”’ stands for mort- 
gage and “RS” for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law provides that stamps shall be placed 
on all conveyances at the rate of 50 cents for 
each $500 of consideration. This ‘ considera- 
tion’’ has been held to mean only the equity 
above the mortgage, except In the rare cases 
where the purchaser assumes payment of the 
mortgage. The amount of the mortgage plus 
1,000 times the value of the revenue stamps on 
the conveyance should therefore show the true

JUSTICE JEROME’S OFFER | 


Ready to Give Ten Per Cent. of His 
Income to Fight Vice. 


Willing to Work with Representative 
Citizens—Objects to Kid Glove M¢gth- 
ods—Charges Against Captains. 


“TI will give 10 per cent. of my income 
and 5 per cent. of my entire eapital to- 
ward the continuation of the work of erad- 
icating protected crime and vice in New 
York if any body of citizens as representa- 
tive as the Committee of Fifteen will give 
each 1 per cent. of their capital and 2 per 
cent. of their income for the same pur- 
poses. I have myself expended a greater 
proportion of my income in cab hire during 
the activity of the Committee of Fifteen 
than the proportion of his income Jacob 
Schiff has contributed to the committee's 


funds.”’ ‘ 
In these words Justice William T. Jerome, 


after disposing of the last raid case of the 
Committee of Fifteen, gave official confir- 
mation of the ending of his connection with 


the Committee of Fifteen. 

“Is it true that -you and the Committee 
of Fifteen are actually out for good, 
Judge?’’ he was asked. 

“I’m stalled, side-tracked, and shelved,” 
answered the Justice, smilingly. ‘‘ Kid- 
glove methods and rose water are not the 
methods best adapted to grapple with fel- 
onies. I have reached the limit of my abil- 
ity and physical strength. I have shown 
up the possibilities of suppressing vice and 
crime, but have failed to bring about results 
for the reason that when persistence was 
most needed persistence was lacking. I 
have always held that the only way to 
have any effect upon lawbreakers is to use 
against them the’machinery of the criminal 
law. Criminals are callous to individual or 


newspaper criticism, but they do not_like 
to be arrested and brought to trial. Some 
argue that if they are brought to the bar 
no jury will convict them. Who is wise 
enough to predict correctly what a jury will 
do? 

“To those eminently respectable gentle- 
men who would purify the Bowery with 
eau de cologne I am altogether too ‘ stren- 
uous.’ I am a stench in their nostrils, a 
thorn in their side, and an irritant,to their 
spirit. But to have aroused the from 

eir inactive respectability at least for a 
time is convincing to me that I have not: 
lived in*vain.’’ i

“JT will not. It would_not be compatible 
with judicial dignity. During July I wili 
enjoy what I believe is a well-earned vaca- 
tion at my Summer home in Lakeville, 
Conn.

* People are simply ignorant of conditions 
en the east side. If thoSe conditions ex- 
fsied in some other communities there 
would be a Vigilance Committee speedily 
organized and somebody would get lynched. 
Of course you can't see these things from 
the windows of Fifth Avenue clubs or from 
the Bar Association Building, but you can 
learn of them on the Special Sessions 
bench. The continual greed and extortion 
of the Police Captains, who charge $500 for 
a disorderiy resort to open in their pre- 
cinci, and then collect $50 to $100 a month, 
has. however, made even vice unprofitable. 
Details I know are revolting and not nice 
to read, but yet the people ought to know 
about them. Just yesterday I sentenced 
to six months in the penitentiary the keep- 
ers of one of the most depraved houses of 
the east side. I firmly believe that they were 
merely the agents of the man who owns 
not one but many of such places. He is 
well knpwn as a politician in a certain no- 
torious district. 

“That house is but one of hundreds 
within a radius of one mile of this build- 
ing, where criminals are sometimes brought 
to justice. I will stake my reputation that 
there are scores within less than that dis- 
tance from here, in which there are an 
average often of twelve children from thir- 
teen to eighteen years old.”’ 

Wrought up by the horror of this picture 
he had drawn, the Justice made the offer 
quoted above regarding the personal ex- 
pense he was willing to put himself to in 
eradicating such conditions. 

‘I will guarantee to keep out of such a 
movement,’’ he added, ‘‘ and lend only my 
moral and financial support to the work.” 
Regarding the Justice’s offer the mem- 
bers of the Committee of Fifteen who were 
asked for some expression concerning it 
were quite reticent. 


New Company Will Connect Staten 
Island and New Jersey. 


The New Jersey and Staten Island Junt- 
tion Railroad Company, which whs first 
propesed by Erastus Wiman, and which 
increased its capital stock to $10/000,000 last 
January, has begun active work. The pur- 
pose of the company is to run a double 
steel tube tunnel under the Narrows, build 
twelve miles of railroad on Staten Island, 
and connect with several trunk lines in 
New Jersey across the Kill Von Kull 
bridge. The estimated cost of the tunnel is 
$3,500,000. 

The work now under way is at Arthur 
Kill bridge, Staten Island, where the grade 


is being made. The President of the 
company is Stephen M. Hoye, an attor- 
ney of 189 Montague Street,. Brooklyn, and 
Thomas Adams, Jr., of 21 Park Row is 
Chairman of the Executive Board. The 
eneral offices afe in the Morton Building, 

Yassau Street, Manhattan. 

The tunnel will extend from Sixty-fifth 
Street, Brooklyn, to Stapleton, and will be 
fully two miles in length. A surface line 
will also be run, according to the plans, 

om Sixty-fifth Street to Thirty-ninth 

treet, where the old Bayard and Cutting 
terminal facilities will be used. 

The roads and tunnel, the promoters say, 
will be used chiefly for freight, although 
there will be some accommodation for trav- 
elers from Long Island to Staten Island. 
This will do away with the inconvenience of 
crossing town for trains. 

The charters and franchises from both 
city and Government have all been granted, 

.it is said. The railroad charter gives the 
right to build the line from Arthur Kill 
bridge across the*meadows and around the 
foothills to Bergen County. The promoters 
expect to handle from 1,500 to 2,000 car- 
loads of freight daily, carrying forty loads 
at a time. 

The manager of the projected line is 
Morton E. Davis, a cousin of the late Sen- 
ator Cushman K. Davis. He is said to be 
a personal friend of Russell Sage and 
other financiers. Others interested in the 
enterprise are Cornelius Morrison, EB. C. 
Bliss, and Aldine Swan. It is not known 
when work on the tunnel proper will bégin. 


HEAT CAUSED A STRIKE, 


Forty Men on the Tunnel Said to Have 
Quit Because of It. 


Forty men in the One Hundred and 
Forty-fifth Street ‘section of the Rapid 
Transit tunnel struck Tuesday, presumably 
on account of the hot weather. The strik- 


ers included engineers, drillers, and labor- 
ers, and began on Tuesday morning after 
they had been working a little over an 
hour. The men threw down their tools and 
said they would not work so many hours a 
day for the pay they were receiving. It is 
paid the men were aeitening from the heat, 
and took any excuse to quit work.

MAY TRANSFER ITS ASSETS. 


Permission So to Do Granted the Anglo- 
American Savings and Loan 
Association. 


Justice Gaynor in the Supreme Court !n 
Brooklyn yesterday granted the application 
of the receivers of the Anglo-American 
Savings and Loan Association, at 257 and 
258 Broadway, Manhattan Borough, to 
transfer all its assets to the Empire State 
Realty Company.— 

Soon after the Anglo-American Savings 
and Loan Association went into the hands 
of receivers the Empire State Realty Com- 
pany made a proposition to take over the 
assets of the former at a valuation to be 
agreed upon. The offer was approved by 
the court on the application of Charles §. 
Wilbur and Edward D. Candee, the recelv- 
ers. Some shareholders opposed the pro- 
ceeding, and the Appellate Division of the 


Supreme Court reversed the order of the 
court below. 

Recently the Empire State Realty Com- 
pany renewed its offer in another form. 

ts officials proposed to pay 50 per cent. of 
the book value of the assets, the receivers 
to transfer all the assets. The Realty 
Company also agreed to give the receivers 
a bond secured by a mortgage for $250,000 
that they would realize at least 50 per cent. 
of the nominal value of the assets. The 
Realty Company further pate to fur- 
nish $175,000 in cash with which to pay off 
the unpaid items of taxes and interest so 
as to stop pending foreclosure suits. 

It was also agreed by the Realty Com- 
pany that the distribution to shareholders 
should be made thfough the receivers, the 
latter to get the proceeds of all sales made 
by the Realty Company, which assumes 
and pays the indebtedness of the Anglo- 
American Savings and Loan Association. 

The receivers carefully considered the 
proposition, and, considering the condition 
of the property when they received it, be- 
lieved the acceptance of the proposal would 
secure most to the shareholders. No op- 
postten being manifested by any share- 

olders, ex-Senator Myer Nussbaum and 
Deputy Attorney General E. Coyne, 
counsel for the receivers, applied to the 
Supreme Court for a ratification of the 
proposition. 

In granting the application, Justice Gay- 
nor said: 

“IT allow the court to approve this offer 
and plan only after muéh hesitation, and I 
do it with great reluctance. I have tried to 
get it modified and made more advanta- 
geous to the stockholders, but in vain. Un- 
less something is done practically all of the 
real estate will be sold under foreclosure 
and realize little, if anything. About fifty 
foreclosure suits are now pending or about 
to be commenced. 

“My difficulty is to allow the .present 
plan to go through in view of the former 
decision of the Appellate Division. I have 
studied it carefully, and inasmuch as the 
objections pointed out were minor and eas- 
ily correctible, but nevertheless allow no 
opportunity for correction, but absolutely 
reverses the order, I have to assume that 
it was against the entire proposal; never- 
theless this Court is confronted with the 
alternative of allowing the present proposal 
or seeing the substantial waste and de- 
struction of the assets of the association, 
and is bound not to permit the latter. 

“The application is granted.”’ 

Counsel for the receivers stated to a 
TIMES reporter yesterday that the plan ap- 
proved by Justice Gaynor will prove more 
pesenaaae to the shareholders than any 
other. 


LURED HUSBAND TO ARREST. 


Mrs. Duringer Invited Him to Visit Her, 
Then Had Warrant Served. 


Mrs. Hugo Duringer of 411 Oak Street, 
West Hoboken, decoyed her husband from 
New York City to West Hoboken yesterday, 
where on arrival he found a warrant had 
been issued for him upon her complaint. 

Mrs. Duringer and her husband have been 
living apart for some time. They have one 
child. Mrs. Duringer alleges that her hus- 
bane has been loitering in the neighbor- 
hood for the purpose of kidnapping the 
child.

END OF MACHINISTS’ STRIKE. 


Employers Say It Will Be Over in Two 
Weeks, as Men Are Now Returning. 


A special meeting of the Finance and 


Committee of the National Metal 
Trades Association was held yesterday at 
6S Liberty Street to hear reports as to the 
progress throughout the country of the 
strike of the machinists. William Schwan- 
hauser of the Henry R. Worthington Hy- 
draulic Pump Company, Brooklyn, presided. 

Reports were read from members of the 
association in the principal cities, whicn 
showed that strikers in nearly every sec- 
tion of the country daily were returning to 
work unconditionally. After the meeting 1L 
was said that the belief was general that 
the strike would be ended in about two 
weeks. 

The striking machinists deny that they 
have lost the strike in the Worthington 
Fump Works, in Brooklyn, as Secretary 
Devens of the National Metal Trades Asso- 
ciation stated on Tuesday. John Lightfoot 
and Peter Walter, a committee rene 
District 15 of Brooklyn, have announce 
that out of the 400 men who struck at the 
works only three returned—and they were 
never union men. The rest of the men at 
work there, the committeemen declare, are 
not machinists, but carpenters and laborers. 


A NEW PARK WANTED. 


Citizens Appeal for One at Thirty-fifth 
Street and First Avenue. 


The Board of Public Improvements met 
yesterday and, discussed the establishment 
of a public park in the block bounded by 
Bast Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth Streets 
and First and Second Avenues. A delega- 
tion headed by Justice Fitzsimons of the 
City Court, E. Ellery Anderson, and F. 


Norton Goddard approved the park plan. 

E. Ellery Anderson said he represented 
the views of mand residents of the vicinity, 
and that a public park was an absolute 
necessity, as there were several thousand 
children who had no place to play in the 
vicinity.

Thomas Kennedy, a Former Gam- 
bling Partner, on the Stand. 


Questions Tending to Bring Out the 
Witness’s Domestic Relations 
Disallowed by the Court. 


Miles McDonnell’s arch-enemy, Thomas 
Kennedy, a well-known Harlem gambler, 
took the witness stand in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court, yesterday, to 
testify against McDonnell in the trial of the 
latter on the charge of murdering George 
Price in the Onawa Café last December. 

In the row, McDonnell claims that Ken- 
nedy and several others tried to kill him, 
and that the fight was the culmination of 
months of bad feeling between McDonnell 
and Kennedy, caused by the former's for- 
bidding his wife.to receive visits from 
Price's sister, who was known as Mrs. Ken- 
nedy. 

Mrs. Kennedy No. 1 claimed that she had 
never been divorced. Questions by Levy 
and Unger, McDonnell’s counsel, tending to 
bring out this relationship, were not al- 
lowed yesterd by Justice Fursman. 

Kennedy took the stand and admitted 
that he was the manager of Burke’s pool- 
room, in Harlem. He said that he entered 
the Onawa Café at 12:25 A. M. on the 

‘night.of Dec. 28 last with Price, Courtney, 
and.Abraham Pfizer. McDonnell, he stated, 
called him over to the cigar stand and told 
him that. Pfizer had been carrying tales. 
Kennedy says he declared that this was.ab- 
surd, and invited McDonnell to take a 


drink, . They stepped up to the bar, and 
Kennedy says he felt something pressed 
against his side; then it was pulled away, 
and he heard an explosion. A bullet hit 
him in the leg. 

He denied that he had a. pistol. He said 
he and McDonneli ran a gambling house at 
161 East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street. up to,about ten months ago. e de- 
nied that they had quarreled, or that he 
had ever pulled a pistol and threatened Mc- 
Donnell’s life. 

Replying to Mr, Levy's questions on cross- 
examination, Kennedy admitted -that he 
was sentenced to one year's imprisonment 
for assault in 1883, and that he had pleaded 
guilty to keeping a disorderly house and 
was fined $25. He denied that he had ever 
had trouble with a long list of persons 
about whom Mr, Levy inquired. 

“Are you married?”’ then asked Mr. 
Levy. 

“Ves.” 

“Living with your wife?” 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan’s ob- 
jection was sustained. 

‘“‘ Were you related to George Price?” 

‘In a business way,’’ Kennedy admitted, 
hesitatingly. 

‘Were you related by blood, marriage, 
or affinity? ’’ 

Mr. Delaney objected, and the State's ob- 
jections were stated privately to the Jus- 
tice. The intent of the question was to 
disclose Kennedy's domestic relations. Ken- 
nedy appealed to the Court, and, Justice 
Fursman said that the witness declined to 
answer on the ground that it would tend to 
incriminate him. On the same ground Ken- 
nedy declined to say whether he was a 
brother-in-law of the dead man. 

Kennedy admitted that he engaged coun- 
sel at the Coroner's inquest, and said the 
reason he did not tell then that he was shot 
in the leg was that he was not asked, and 
that he did not want any trouble anyway. 

Sylvester H. Freeland, who admitted to 
being an employe in a gambling house at 
161 East One undred and Twenty-fifth 
Street when Price was floor manager there, 
told of the shooting. He said he saw Mc- 
Donnell’s pistol in the air, heard a shot, and 
saw McDonnell’s revolver against Kenne- 
dy's body, and that he pulled it away. 

Mr.: Levy objected to the” testimony of 
what passed at Price’s bedside, when Mc- 
Donnell was taken before him, going into 
the evidence, unless it was in the nature of 
an ante-mortem statement,- and Justice 
Fursman adjourned court until to-day to 
consider the point. 


DROWNED TO SAVE HIS DOG. 


Paul Dampke Loses His Life in the 
East River. 


Paul Dampke, sixteen years of age, who 
resided at 528 Vernon Avenue, Ravens- 
wood, Long Island City, was drowned yes- 
terday afternoon in the Hast River. Young 
Dempke started out in the afternoon with 
his dog for a walk. Thinking that the dog 
would like to have a swim, he crossed the 
street, and, taking up the dog tn his arms, 


gronped him into the water of the East 
River. 

The dog had been in the water some time 
*and seemed to be enjoying it. Dampke 
called the -dog, but the rocks seemed to 
bother the animal, and so the boy leaned 
over the bank and attempted to reach the 
dog to help him up. He reached over the 
bank too far and lost his balance, He 
struggled for some time in the water, and 
his father, who was present at the time 
of the accident, ran back to the house and 
shouted to some one to come and rescue 
his son. 

After collecting some of his neighbors the 
father returned to the spot where the son 
had fallen in, but the boy had gone down 
for the third time. Poles and rakes were 
brought into use, and the boy's body was 
fished out and laid on the bank. In the 
meantime some one had telephoned to St. 
John’s Hospital, Long Island City,\and an 
ambulance responded. The ambulance sur- 
geon worked over the boy for an hour and 
a half, but failed to revive him.; 


STANDS UNDER THE ELEVATED. 


Corporation Counsel Whalen Writes to 
Commissioner Keating Con 
cerning Them. 


Corporation Counsel Whalen wrote to 
Commissioner Keating of the Department 
of Streets and Highways yesterday that 
an appeal had been taken from a decision 
ot the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in reference to newspaper and other 
stands under elevated stairways. Corpora- 
tion Counsel Whalen writes that under the 


ordinance of the Municipal Assembly, dated 
May 22, 1899, the sypction of stands for 
the sale of newspapefs and periodicals was 
permitted, but that the ordinance did not 
cover stands for the sale of fruits and 
flowers. 

Corporation Counsel 
follows: 


It is m inten tip to appeal to the Court of 
Appeals from the decision in this case, so that 
pending that appeal it will not be necessary for 
you to take any steps to remove stands and 
booths under the elevated stairways which have 
been erected pursuant to permits issued by the 
Municipal Assembly, and which are devoted to 
the sale of newspapers and periodicals. But I 
think it is your duty upon the,complaint of a 
citizen to remove booths under the stairs which 
had -been erected for and a devoted to the 
sale of fruits, flowers, or articles other than 
newspapers. and periodicals. 


BOY DROWNED WHILE BATHING. 


Whalen writes as 


Was Unable to Swim and Slipped from 
Pile of Which He Had Hold. 


Robert Clifford, eight years old, of One 
Hundred and Sixty-second Street and Fleet- 
wood Avenue, Was drowned yesterday while 
in bathing with twenty or thirty other 
schoolboys in the Harlem River from a pier 
at One Hundred and Fifty-first Street. The 
pier is much frequented by. boys in swim- 
ming. 

Clifford could not swim, and was holding 
on to a pile that was wholly submerged, the 
top being about an inch below the surface 
and slippery. He lost his grip and sank. 
Mis companions who could swim dived for 
him, but could not find the body. They 
slouted for help, but no attention was paid 
to their cries, and they became frightened 
and ran away. 

John Mulcahy, a member of the Atalanta 
Boat Club, on the other side of the river, 
noticed their action, and, with a companion 
named Burris, jumped into a skiff and 
rowed over to the plier. The boys returned 
and. showed the spot where Clifford had 
gone down. Mulc dived and recovered 

he body, and quickly rowed back to the 
boat club with it, where every effort was 
made to restore the boy, but in vain.

NUDE NEWSBOY ON PAR 


Was Bathing in the City Hall Fountain 
and Had His Clothes Stolen. 


Pedestrians on Park Row were startled 
last evening by the appearance of a small 
newshoy on that thoroughfare. There were 
scores of other small_newsboys in the vi- 
cinity, but this particular boy was unique 
in that he wore no clothes whatever. 

It seems that the unfortunate urchin, 
whose name is Patsy Mulligan and who re- 
sides in cold weather, when sleeping under 
the green trees in City Hall Park is an im- 
possibility, in Essex Street, sold out his pa- 
pers rather earlier than usual yesterday 
afternoon and concluded that a bath would 
be refreshing beyond anything. No police- 
man being in sight, he stole cautiously 
along with a few other boys to the big 
City Hall Park fountain, that was spout- 
ing In a way that seemed to beckon, and 


whose waters in the big basin surrounding 
it looked cool and inviting. ‘‘ Patsy ’’’ made 
three movements associated with disrob- 
ing—one for his’ hat, one for his shirt, and 
one for his trousers, and a moment later 
he was totally submerged. 

Baths in this fountain have to be taken 
quickly, owing to the prevalence of the po- 
lice who infest the vicinity, but even in the 
brief space of time required by ‘‘ Patsy ”’ 
for his ablutions his clothes. disappeared in 
some mysterious way, and. when he hopped 
out of the fountain he was panic-stricken 
by this discovery. Plainly it was dangerous 
to remain in the vicinity, so he leaped from 
the big basin.and ran across to Park Row, 
where his bizarre appearance attracted uni- 
versal attention, and began to inquire fran- 
tically of his associates if they had seen 
anybody steal his clothes. 

His companions looked upon his cool 
Summer garb with envy, and told him that 
he ‘‘had no kick comin’,”” but every mo- 
ment lost was dangerous, and ‘ Patsy ” be- 
came terror-stricken. He began to attract 
a crowd, but the sweltering men who passed 
along with clothes on were inclined rather 
to envy him than sympathize with him. 

He couldn’t even find a newspaper to 
wear, and was becoming desperate when a 
laboring man came anes and saw ~ his 
plight. The man took off his coat and told 
the urchin to put it on. It answered the 
purpose beautifully, reachin from the 
shoulders down to the ground. Then the 
man and boy walked away together in the 
direction of the man’s home, where he said 
he would scare up something for ‘‘ Patsy” 
to wear until he could again accumulate a 
wardrobe of his own. 


SAYS OFFICER THREW BATON.

Boy with Leg Fractured Accusés Police- 
man of Brutal Act. 


Fourteen-year-old James Elliott was 
taken to Bellevue Hospital In a Roosevelt 
Hospital ambulance last night, suffering 
from a fracture of the left leg. He says the 
injury was caused by a policeman. 

In the presence of Dr. Hartshorne and 
Night Captain McHale of Bellevue Hospi- 


tal young Elliott said that he, with a num-- 


ber of his companions, started a small bon- 
fire at Forty-second Street and Tenth Ave- 
nue last evening. A policeman ordered the 
Boys away, and because they did not move 
quickly enough to suit him, threw his heavy 
night stick into the crowd. 

The club struck Elliott, causing his in- 
jury. The boy is unusually bright for one 
of his years. He attends the public school 
in Forty-fourth Street and lives with_his 
aunt, Mrs. Mamie Strang. at 501 West For- 
ty-first Street. The boy’s parents are dead. 

Pcliceman Michael Egan of the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station is the officer 
who is alleged to be responsible for the in- 
jury. He claims that it was purely an ac- 
eident. When -he arrived at the place 
where the boys had- the bonfire, he says, 
they ran, and to scare them he threw his 
night stick. It struck the pavement, re- 
bounded, and hit Elliott in the leg. The 
boy felj] and the officer picked him up and 
earried him to a drug store. He then 
called an ambulance. 

The policeman and the aunt and uncle of 
young Elliott are old friends, and Mrs. 
Strang said she believed the officer's ver- 
sion of the story was true. 


AUTOPSY ON FRANK PULLIS. 


Plain Evidence of SBright’s Disease 
Found In the Body. 


County Physician Converse of Hudson 
County yesterday afternoon performed an 
autopsy at John F. O’Hara’s undertaking 
establishment in Hoboken on the body of 
Frank Pullis, who died a few days ago un- 
der circumstances that are regarded as sus- 
picious, at his home in North Bergen, and 
whose funeral was stopped on Sunday by 
order of Prosecutor Erwin. 

Prof. Oscar Schultz of Cornell University 
and Dr. Menger, the attending physician, 
were present. Plain evidence was found of 
Bright's disease. Dr. Menger was not sat- 
isfied, and will have the stomach analyzed 


at his own expense to see if there are any 
traces of strychnine. 

Prosecutor Erwin made the following 
statement yesterday relative to the case: 

“An autopsy was deemed advisable by 
reason of the conflicting stories relative to 
the death of the young man. It was agreed 
upon after a consultation between County 
Physician Converse and myself as the best 
way to put an end to the sensational ru- 
mors that had beén afloat ever since Frank 
Pullis died. There has been no friction be- 
tween the County Physician and myself 
over this case. e have worked together. 
The autopsy was performed by Dr. Con- 
verse, and on his report I will base my fut- 
ure actions in the case.”’ 


PARK CHAIRS IN BROOKLYN. 


Mr. Brower Says He Has Had Applica- 
tions, but Does Not Like the Idea. 


Deputy Park Commissioner George V. 
Brower, who has exclusive charge of the 
public parks in Brooklyn, said yesterday 
that he had been approached by represent- 

ives of easy chair syndicates, such as the 


one which operates in Central Park, but 
that he did not like the idea. 

“T have not only received applications 
from these men,” said Mr. Brower, “ but I 
have also received applications from indi- 
viduals. have given the matter some 
thought, but the more I deliberate the more 
firmly does my dislike of the whole matter 
become rooted.

LEGAL NOTES. 


INJURY TO WORKMAN THROUGH EMPLOY- 
ER’s NEGLIGENCE.—Valentine Witkowski, 
while employed by the George W. Carter & 
Sons Company in carting sand to a sand 
sifter in the cellar of a building in course 
of reconstruction, was injured by a brick 
falling from a chute. In Witkowski's ac- 
tion against the company to recover dam- 
ages it appeared that a chute fifteen feet 
in length and three feet in width had been 
constructed, so that bricks taken from the 
walls might be placed in the chute and 


made to slide upon a platform. n the day 
of the accident, a co-servant, who was en- 
gaged in making mortar at a mortar box 
near the sand sifter, requested the plaintiff 
to sift some sand for him. While Witkow- 
ski was comply’ng with the request a brick 
fell and struck him on the head. There 
was evidence tending to show that the mor- 
tar box and the sifter were not protected 
by the platform, and that bricks had fallen 
there on at least one or two previous oc- 
casions. The defendant’s attention had 
also been called to the fact that the place 
was dangerous. The plaintiff, the evidence 
showed, did not havé such knowledge. A 
dismissal of the cones in the action 
has been held by the Fourth Appellate Di- 
vision to be an error. Under the circum- 
stances of the case, the Court holds, by 
Presiding Justice Adams, the questions 
whether it was the duty of the defendant 
to obviate the danger which the plaintiff 
encountered by furnishing better protection 
to the employes working in the cellar, and 
whether the plaintiff assumed such danger 
as an incident of his employment, should 
have been submitted to the jury. 


DivorceD Wire SEEKING TO ADMINISTER 
on FoRMER HUSBAND'S EstTatTe.— William 
H. Swales, who married Mary E. Swales 
in the town of Sodus, in this State, over 
thirty years ago, separated from her in 
1873, and ten years later she obtained a 
divorce from him in Illinois, which pur- 


ted to be absolute, though for causes 
Pot recognized by the laws of this State as 
sufficient for that purpose, and after serv- 
ice of. process by publication. She then 
married David Trowbridge, and lived with 
him for several years in this State, and by 
him had a daughter now twelve years old.
